President Wilson is determined 
that the United States shall maintain its 
strict neutrality. He is determined to 
accomplish this by forcing individual 
Americans to remain neutral in their 
dealings with the countries at war. The 
capture of the Lorenzo undoubtedly will 
necessitate diplomatic exchanges betweer 
this country and Great Britain.

Now that the army is checked and a 
boid stroke must be made to revive the 
decreasing spirits of the German people 
as a whole, there is not a military expert 
in England who does not believe that the 
coming of the Zeppelins is both certain 
and near at hand. 

Hot Reception for Zeppelins. 

There is no doubt that plans have been 
made to receive them. Army aeroplanes 
soared over London tonight. ‘They have 
been there every night for a week, t 
has been through their observations that 
the dim lighting of the city has been ar- 
ranged. 

Tonight experts in aviation declared 
that it ps be an utter impossibility 
for any craft to locate a distinguish- 
ing mark in the city at a height greater 
than 2,500 yards. 

‘ Secret Plan to Subdue Foe. 

In addition to the artillery mounted 
at points of vantage and manned by the 
crack marksmen of the royal artillery. 
there are other plans to cope with the 
air enemy. Their nature is not revealed, 
but it is known the army eviation ex- 
perts are confident that should the Zep- 
pelins come there will be few that will 
be able to return to their native soil. 

But the people themselves are fer from 
feeling that confidence. There is no ques- 
tion of the courage of the average 
Englishman—or English woman, for that 
matter—but the horror of the air pirate, 
as the Zeppelins are popularly called, is 
naturally great.

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MAIN ARMIES OF 
RUSSIA ON MOVE 
AGAINST CRACOW 


Czar’s Forces Bend Efforts 
to March on Berlin; See 
Austria Broken. 


GERMANS FACE ATTACK 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 26.—Dispatches re- 
ceived today from the Austrian front are 
taken to indicate that the Russian cam- 
paign agalnst Austria is drawing to a 
close. It is the opinion of the Russian 
army staff that within ae few weeks at 
most the Austrian resistance will become 
negligible and that Russia then will be 
able to bend ite energies against the 
Germans. 

The fate of Przemysi. the fortified po- 
sition in which a large portion of the de- 
feated Austrian armies is intrenched, is 
regarded as sealed. 

The Russians have taken Rzestow, an 
important railway center, between Tar- 
now and Przemysi, and have captured 
two fortified positions to the north and 
south of the latter fortress, This gives 
them possession of the whole of Galicia, 
with the exception of the narrow western 
neck at the head of which stands Cracow, 


Hold Austrian Power Ended. 

By some Russian army authorities the 
capture of Przemysl is believed to be im- 
minent. The Russian bombardment con- 
tinues from all sides and already weak- 
nesses have been noted in the eastern 
forts, where the fire of the Russian ar- 
tillery has proved exceptionaly effective. 

But whether Praemysl is taken or with- 
atands a long siege, the Russian army 
officers regard it as effectively masked, 
and its Austrian defenders effectually 
cut off from outside operations. 

Meanwhile the main Russian army is 
continuing its advance on Cracow along 
the railroad lines from Jarosiau and 
Przemysl. At Cracow the Russians win 
meet the bulk of the German forces sent 
to ald the Austrians. 

An official communication says that the 
Austrian army is retiring westward, 
utilizing the railroads leading to Cracow. 
After defeating two regiments of the 
landwehr, the Russian troops occupied 
Turka. 


Regard Cracow Vital Point. 

If the resistance of Cracow can be over- 
come or its defenders isolated the Russian 
staff believes the way will be cleared for 
an advance on Berlin through Silesia by 
way of Breslau. The official announce- 
ment is authorized that this advance is 
“now in progress.” It is stated that the 
entire Russian army, including troops 
brought through Siberia from Manchuria, 
is now aveilab'e for service. 

It is announced that in the northern 
campaign against the Germans the Rus- 
sians under Gen. Rennekampf have re- 
sumed the offensive and that theGerman 
force which attempted an tnvasion of 
Russian Poland in the direction of Su- 
walki have been repulsed with the loss of 
many men and cannon and driven back 
toward Gumbinnen.

guns, while the artillery hid their guns 
in trenches under the bushes unperceived 
by the enemy. 


Bridge Exploded Under Austrians. 

When the preparations were complete 
for the enemy’s reception the infantry 
hurriedly retreated to the opposite bank, 
where they pretended to set fire to the 
bridge, as if intending to cut off the 
enemy's advance. 

“The Austrian troops, seeing before 
them a small body of Russians, blindly 
charged. The enemy’s infantry ap- 
proached the bridge, while their cavairy 
dashed through the river. 

“Suddenly the bridge, which was 
crowded with massed Austrian columns, 
was blown to pieces, while on the op- 
posite bank the Russian guns and quick 
fiiers scattered death among the Aus- 
trians until the river was choked with 
bodies. Half an hour later several Aus- 
trian battalions had ceased to exist.“ 


Russians Overrunning Galicia, 

VIENNA, via Rome, Sept. 26.—The Rus- 
sians continue to throw an overwhelming 
force against the Austrian positions in 
Gelicia, according to advices received 
from the front. The czar's troops have 
possession of three of the main lines of 
railways in Galicia and are reported to be 
semding an army against the road that 
leads across the Carpathian mountains. 
As an evidence of the enormous number of 
the Russians now in the field it is stated 
that more than 200,000 were left to at- 
tempt the reduction of Przemysl, while 
fully 800,000 are moving against Cracow. 
Przemysi is holding out splendidly, ac- 
cording to the reports received here. The 
Russians tried to carry the outlying forts 
by storm, but were driven back by ar- 
tillery fire. They have now apparently 
settled down to a long range bombard- 
ment in the expectation of demolishing 
the five main forts and their connecting 
works. 


Germans Fortifying in Prussia. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—Dispatches from 
Petrograd relative to the campaign op 
the Bast Prussian frontier indicate that 
along the western frontier of Poland, 
which the Germans have been threatening 
for some time, they are now reported to 
be fortifying themselves. In fact, from 
Cracow to the extreme north of East 
Prussia the Russian and German armies 
apparently are facing each other acrose 
the boundary, each waiting for ea favor- 
able opportunity to attack. 

The Germans are satisfied that they 
have rid themselves of the Russ‘ans in 
East Prussia and are sending a commis- 
sion to that country to reéstablish the 
inhabitants who fied when the Russian 
invasion drove everything before. 


France Russian Successes. 
PARIS, Sept. 26.—The official statement 
of the war ministry on operation in tho 
Russo-Austrian theater of war follows:

List from Field Headquarters on 
Sept. 22 Gives 35 Killed, 54 
Wounded, and 13 Missing. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—A casualty list re- 
ceived from the British general head- 
quarters in the field under date of Sept. 
22 gives the names of thirty-five officers 
killed, fifty-four others wounded, and 
thirteen missing.

Motley Regiments Welcomed 
on All Sides as They Go 
Through Gcpital.

PARIS, Sept. 12.—1 have been in many 
climes, and have seen many strange 
things. but I doubt whether anything 
ever imoressed me eo profoundly as the 
passage of a whole army corps of French 
colonial troops through the streets of 
Paris a few days ago. 4 

Like a swarm of ants, close on each 
other’s heels, reziment after regiment, 
they trooped for six long hours between 
double ranks of admiring and enthusi- 
astic Parisiennes, stretching from Mont- 
rouge through the Latin quarter, to St. 
Denis, right across Paris. Such enthusi- 
asm, such patriotic fervor, such down- 
right delight and utter abandon, I have 
hever seen manifested before. 

Never were troops more welcome. It 
was like a godsend to the anxious Pari- 
siennes. Like a devastating horde of lo- 
custs, like the Goths and the Huns of old. 
the Germans were sweeping everything 
before them in the north, and had ar 
rived almost at the outer line of forts de- 
fending Paris. Reinforcements were 
badly wanted to check the invaders. 


Troops March During Night. 

To see these 40,000 troops maren along 
the Boulevard de Sebastopol under the 
glare of the arc lamps was worth going a 
thousand miles to witness. It was a sight 
guch as one sees only once in a lifetime.

RUSSIAN SPEED 
WILL DETERMINE 
LENGTH OF WAR 


Ferrero Says Fate of Ger- 
many Hangs on Drive 
of Czar's Armies.

What is holy Russia, boundless Russia, 
doing? This is the question that every 
one is asking today. As most people 
come to realize that the war between 
France and Germany is merely the pro- 
logue of the great tragedy, all eyes are 
turned toward the mysterious immensity 
of the Muscovite empire. 

It is at last clear that the issue and 
the duration of the war depends largely 
on Russia. Struggling chest to chest 
with Germany, France is weakening the 
most powerful of Russia's enemies. Will 
Russia be able to give the coup de grace 
to weakened Germany and to stand up 
before Austria-Hungary at the same 
time? Fateful questions! And every 
one ig trying to forecast the future, rea- 
soning as he can from the data we pos- 
sess. 


Russia Great Military Power. 

There is no doubt that Russia is a for- 
midable military power. She has under 
arms the most numerous army in the 


soldiers. She has enormous wealth. an- 
elent military traditions, a geographical 
and social situation that safeguards her 
from hostile attacks almost as the sea 
protects England. 

There is no army in Europe that cou'd 
try to reach Moscow or St. Petersburg 
without running the greatest risk. 

Russia, in addition, can, like England, 
prolong the war for years, because it its 
a vast empire, can live on its own re- 
sources, and is sufficient unto itself, like 
the United States. F'nally, in every war 
it has on its side two formidable allles 
space and time. 


War Popular with Russians. 

In this war another force must be 
counted on—popular opinion. The war 
against the Germans it not Ike the war 
against Japan, a war desired and im- 
posed on the people by a court clique. It 
is a popular war; it is the great national 
war that the Slavs have been expecting 
for a century, against the race that they, 
rightly or wrongly, accuse of having 
ceaselessly oppressed them in the part 
and of oppressing them still wherever 
they may be, 

So there is no doubt that Russia, n- 
closed in her borders in a position of de- 
fense, would be a fearful and perhaps in- 
vincible adversary for Germany eren in 
alliance with Austria-Hungary, if these 
had to invade her. 

But the problem is reversed today. To 
save France from the German grip and 
bring the war to a speedy close Russia 


and invade Germany. 


Russian Offense Main Question. 
Is Russia prepared for this offensive 
action? Has ber army the generals, the 
means of transport, the commissariat, 
the offensive dash that are necessary to 
invade Germany and Austria with mil- 
lions of men and to reach Berlin in two 
of three months? That is the question 
being debated everywhere with feverish 
anxiety. 

Facts soon will solve the great doubt, 
and in a decisive manner. 

If Russia shall succeed in the months 
of September, October, and November 
in pushing forward large forces toward 
Berlin, Germany will have to recall! a 
large part of her troops from France. 
Weakened by the attack against France, 
it is unlikely that Germany could resist 
effectively both on the east and on the 
| west. Then who knows but that we might 
have the longed for treaty of peace by 
this winter? . 

Allies Depend on Russia. 
If, on the other hand, Russia shall be 


slow, uneven, effective here and ineffect- 
tve there; if the terrible northern winter 


wan come dows to freeze up rivere and 
seas before the war is over, R would seem

During the winter Russia, secure in its 
immensity, could prepare new armies and 
new soldiers and take up the war in 1915 
with fresh troops against a Germany 
weakened during the winter by the fam- 
ine, misery, and economic ruin which 
will be the result of the blockade formed 
by England. 

But in what condition will France be 
found in the spring? And in what cor dl 
tion will all the neutral countries be? It 
makes one shudder to think of it. Russia 
could win then, but in the midst of a 
rulned Europe. 


Germany Seeks Quick Victory. 
The great tragedy of this conflict, 
unique in the world’s history, is that 
which. might be called the struggle be- 
tween slowness and speed. “Germany 
needs to finish the war quickly, while 
‘Russia and Engiand can drag. it out a 
long time, and with time deprive Germany 
of the ffult of the actual victories it might 
win in the beginning. For this has Ger- 
many attacked with such fury. 

But in the coalition there le also France. 
And to Frame, with its small territory 
and dense population, a long war, even if 
final victory were assured, would cost in- 
finitely greater ruin, loss, and suffering 


than to its two allies. 
Thus, Russia by successful haste can 


tion an immense service for which it will 
receive the gratitude of the world.

AUSTRIANS HOLD ONLY 
ONE POINT IN SERVIA. 


War Office at Nish Says Its Army 
Is Gaining Ground and That 
Morale of Men Is Good. 

NISH, Servia, Sept. 26.—The war office 
today Issued a statement that at only one 
point have the Austrians succeeded in se- 
curing any foothold on Servian soil. This 
is near Krupania, in the mountains, 
where fighting has been in progress for 
more than a week, with the Servians 
gradually gaining ground. Every at- 
tempt to cross the Danube or the Drina 
has been repulsed, it is stated, with heavy 
loss. 

Regarding the general situation the 
gove! nment Says: 

The suggestions from Vienna that the 
morale of the Servian troops has become 
bad is utterly without foundation. Like- 
wise it is utterly false that cholera or 
any other disease has broken out in the 
Servian army. Our troops are in good 
spirits under continuous victories. The 
combined Montenegrin-Servian armies 
continue their occupation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, driving the enemy before 
them.“ 

The war office also announces that, al- 
though the Austrian bombardment of 
Belgrade continues, the fire Is for the 
most part ineffective and the Serviar 
artillery is constantly replying.

Immediately after the army had passed, 
however, the sniping began, and the city 
was destroyed. The Germans claim that 
the citizens began an attack in concert 
with an attack that originated in Ant- 
werp, and thet light signals from Ant- 
werp started the fighting. 


Find Dumdums on English? 

The Germans accuse the English of 
using dumdum bullets. At Maubeuge a 
number of English prisoners were found 
to have Bley 450 cartridges, such as are 
used in big game shooting. They are lead 
bullets, with a small copper tip, which 
mushrooms the lead when it strikes a 
body. One of these bullets was shown 
me here in Aix-la-Chapelle, and it was 
said to have been found on a British 
prisoner. 

Other atrocity charges are made by the 
Germans. Yesterday I talked with a 
young German soldier in a hospital. His 
name is Wolfgang Koecher, and he is the 
son of a professor at Magdeburg. He is 
19 years old and belongs to the Seventy- 
fourth infantry of Hanover. The story of 
his experience is interesting. 

He was wounded at Liege on the Sth 
of August. His company was practically 
wiped. out. He, with thirteen other 
wounded Germans, was taken to a Bel- 
gian hospital and remained there five or 
six days until the Germans occupied the 
town. 


Threaten to Poison Germans, 


While he was in the hospital the wife 
of the doctor told the wounded Germans 


Wleged atrocit‘es have occurred on Bel- 
Han soll. The German soldiers have been 
‘getused of murdering defenseless men 
and children, outraging women, and even 
of inflicting the most barbarous of tor- 
tures upon the people. 


Doubts Atrocity Stories. 
N is doubtless. true that my attitude 
toward Germany has been influenced in 
its favor by the kind of stories that have 
been sent out. I do not believe the Ger- 
mans have been committing atrocit.es. 
During the time I have been with the 
German soldiers I have seen no evidence 
of a brutality of disposition among the 
sldiers or men. Their attitude toward 
Citizens has been uniformily k.nd so long 
as the citizens refrained from any hostile 
act. 

In my own observation, covering about 
a hundred miles with the army and over 
two weeks, I have seen not the slightest 
exhibition of brutality toward the Bel- 
Hans If brutality were a characteristic 
of the Germans I feel sure I should have 
ten evidences of it during that time. So 
far ae I know, I have seen more of the 
German army in the field than any other 
correspondent except the four who were 
with me, and the opinion of all of us coin- 
den completely in respect to the alleged 
aitecities. We are neither pro-German, 
ter anti-German; in fact, those of us 
who have been anti-German are less in- 
Clined to be so after having seen how un- 
fairly the Germans have been slandered. 
Ip expressing my opinion as to the 
strocities 1 am .basing it entirely upon 
my own observations. I have seen no evi- 
Gence of brutality and have found, after

that if anything happened to her brother. 
who was a soldier in the Belgian army. 
she would poison all of them. 

After this threat the wounded men were 
afraid to eat anything, and would only 
drink the water that they saw come from 
the faucets). When they were found by 
the Germans they were like skeletons, 
and even yesterday, when I saw young 
Koecher, he was frail and emaciated. 

A young girl, using a telephone in Dol- 
hain, was directing the fire of the Liege 
artery. She would coserve how the 
shells were striking and would then tele- 
phone to a friend in Liege and thia friend 
would report to the forts. After the in- 
terval necessary for the messenger to re- 
port the range would be corrected and the 
next shell would strike its target and kil} 
many Germans. The lose of life to the 
Germans was great in consequence of the 
girl’s activities at the telephone, but the 
girl, when diseovered, had to pay with her 
life. She was executed. 


Execute Belgian Doctor. 

A Belgian doctor who had been using 
carrier pigeons fcr the same purpose was 
executed when discovered. 

To return to our adventures on the 
French frontier, from which I have di- 
gretsed. We continued our way toward 
Maubeuge, only a few miles away, hop- 
ing to arrive before nightfall at a spot 


from which we might see the action which 
we were now hearing so distinctly. 


We drove through Hantes Wiherites, the 


‘ecene of a furicus fight two days before 


and continued on till we reached a little 
wayside tavern in a depression between 
two hills. Here we were regarded witb 
suspicion and the proprietor, a Belgian, 
maintained a sullen reserve. 

We went in and sat down and told him 
what we were. His family and one or two 
silent men regarded us silently. They re- 
fused to thaw out. 


Center of Fight. 

Their nerves were still shaken by the 
stirring events they had so recently seen. 
The inn was between the French and 
German artillery, and shells had 
screamed over it. By turns they had 
been receiving French, English, and Ger- 
man soldiers, so tbat they found it hard 
to adjust themselves 60 quickly to the 
change. 

When we arrived, they thought we were 
Englishmen, and our professions of 
Americanism apparently seemed not to 
be convincing. 

For a quarter of an hour we remained 
there trying to get information. 

The French were only two or three 
miles to he south, across the border, 
while the Germans were off to the south- 
eastward, at Beaumont, or nearit. The 
Germans were apparently trying toswing 
in behind Maubeuge, where the the Ger- 
man artillery was shelling the forts. 

When we left the inn we went on toward 
Maubeuge. It was evidest we were out 
of German territory, for we saw none of 
them. 

A Belgian boy, riding a whee! and wear- 
ing a long black cape, caught up with us 
as we entered the town of Sobre Sur Sam- 
bre, where our appearance created a 
great impression. A crowd followed us 
and swarmed about us when we stopped 
to have one of the bicycles repaired. 

Here again’ we had a long discussion. 

A Belgian said he had seen a copy of 
Le Matin of the day before and that it

sald America had sent an ultimatum to 
Germany, demanding that the Germans 
leave Belgian soll within twenty-four 
hours. 

Calls Stories Exaggerated. 

A tall, imposing looking man was in- 
troduced to us. He was the burgomaster 
of the town and he struck me as being a 
conservative, unemotional man of con- 
siderable distinction of manner. He said 
he had heard of the copy of Le Matin, but 
had not seen it. 

We asked the burgomaster about the 
stories of German atrocities and the bru- 
tality of the German Soldiers and he said 
he thought the stories were very much 
xaggerated. He had heard of one civilian 
being killed by the soldiers and when we 
questioned him further, it proved to be 
the man we had heard of in Merdes le 
Chateau. 

The EC OE knew of no other 
cases. 

Beaumont was twelve kilometers away 
and Maubeuge about fourteen kilometers. 
A broad road led to Beaumont, so we 
decided to go to Beaumont near where a 
great battle might be expected and if we 
failed to see one there we might still be 
able to return to Maubeuge, where the 
fighting would surely continue for some 
days. 

Led to No End of Trouble. 

It was a fatal decision, for it led us into 
no end.of trouble. 

If we had taken the road to Maubeuge 
we might have seen far more and might 
still be with the German army instead of 
here in Aix la Chapelle where we were 
gent in custody of armed guards after 
having been prisoners in Beaumont for 
three days.

brewing between thie country and Au- 
ria. On each of these occasions peaceand 
the preservation of this country were 
prayed for. 

There was no occasion to supplicate asa 
nation again until the breaking out of the 
civil war, when President Lincoln. by 
proclamation. designated the last i 
day of September, 1861, as a day of p 
A joint committee of both houses of n- 
gress had walted upon him and req 
that he would name a aay of public h 
lation, prayer, and fasting, and the — 
ing of fervent suppiications to Almaty 
God for the safety and welfare of these 
states, his blessings on their arms, aad a 
speedy restoration of peace. 

Iwo years later President Lincoln was 
again moved to call upon the people of 
this country to observe a day of prayer. 
The rebellion was not suppressed and the 
country was in great distress.

IN IMMENSE LOTS 


Foreign Agents Haunt Ameri- 
can Marts to Purchase 
Supplies of Cereals. 


DEALS KEPT SECRET 


Representatives of foreign governments 
are said to have bought immense quanti- 
ties of wheat and other grains in this 
country the last few weeks, and it is un- 
derstood agents of Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France, and other countries are 
negotiating now for wheat, corn, oats, 
and rye, ae well as the manufactured 
grain products, wheat flour and rye flour. 

So anxious has the British government 
been to buy wheat on a reasonable basis 
in this country that for several days the 
quotationa on wheat at Liverpool were 
suppressed. On the days the quotations 
were not sent out as usual it is understood 
agents for the government bought large 
quantities of wheat in this country. 


British Hold Price Down. 

Wheat traders here have come to the 
opinion that deliberate efforts have been 
made to hold the price level at Liverpool 
Gown to check the bullish enthus'asm on 
this side, while relatively cheap pur- 
chases could be made in our markets. 
With prices declining in American mar- 
kets the last week there have been large 
purohases of wheat for shipment via the 
gulf porte. 

Wheat and flour from this country is stil! 
being shipped abroad at the rate of more | 
than 1,000,000 bushels a day. and while | 
strenuous efforts have been made to cover 
up transactions, there is little doubt the 
buying continues as aggressive as ever. 

While Germany and Austria are nomi- 
nally out of the markets for grain, owing | 
to their ports being blocked, representa- | 
tives of leading German grain firms have 
been in the Chicago market recently and 

are reported to have arranged for wheat 
and other grain shipments. 


Scandinavia Takes Big Lots. 

Tt is regarded as significent in this re. 
spect that enormous sales of flour. wheat, 
and oats have been made to go to Sweden 
and Norway. Sweden has been credited 
with buy!ng oats in 1.000 000 bushe! lots, 
and there have been big shipments o- 
_ wheat and rye flour, as well as of oats, to 
Scandinavian countries. 

The unusual demand from these coun- 
tries is not wholly explained by the shut- 
ting off of supplies from other countries 
but it ia the current belief of grain men 
thet large quantities of the foodstuffs be- 
ing shipped to Norway, Sweden, and Den- 
mark will ultimately find their way to 
German centers. 

Ordinary buyers in foreign markets are 
doing but little business, it is claimed, 
while the bulk of the grain and grain 
products has been purchased by govern- 
ment agents, who have been well supplied 
with the actual cash to finance the trans- 
actions. Millions of bushels of oats have 
been bought for the commissary depart- 
ments of France and England, and in 
addition to purchases for these countries, 
as stated, Sweden and Norway have 
bought freely. 

While the buying at the big central 
markets of the country has been heavy, 
the Pacific coast has not been overlooked, 
and in the last two weeks it is estimated 
Portland. Seattle, and Tacoma houses 
have sold about 10,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for export.

ONDON, Sept. 11—There were 
hearty cheers in the house of com- 
mons yesterday when Mr. Asquith 
announced that the total number of 
recruits enlisted since the outbreak 

of war was 430,000. If, as we Lke to be- 
lieve, oen volunteers is worth two con- 
} script soldiers, there is something to 
justify cheers in these figures, and some- 
thing which [if ever he learns the truth} 
should give his majesty the kaiser food 
for much sober refiection. 

This spectacle of the manhood of Eng- 
land leaving its business and its pleas- 
ures to serve the state, at the princely 
wage of 28 cents a day, is indeed a heart 
warming business; it would prove a use- 
ful corrective to the croakers who have 
assailed our ears so long with their 
moans and groans about the degeneracy 
of the British race. Did not even Admiral 
Mahan once exprese the opinion that 
“the European peoples are becoming too 
soft for war? And have not the pol- 
icles and avowed principles of the Lit- 
le Englanders [who surely are much to 
blame for Kaiser Wilhelm’s rampant 
militarism and the bumptiousness of his 
Junkers] been generally based on the ap- 
plication of that fainthearted creed to 
their own people. 

Looking back over all the most momen- 
tous crises In English histary, we are 
justified in believing that in none of them 
has the nation presented so united s 
front to the foe, or shown a firmer deter- 
mination to overcome him, and let the 
cost be what it may. 

_ 

Several factors have combined to pro- 
duce this wave of patriotic enthusiasm. 
First and foremost, of course, is the sud- 
den widespread realization of the national 
danger. At the ofteet thie danger was 
far from being generally appreciated, 
especially while the press was full of little 
Belgium's heroic and surprisingly suc- 
cessful resistance. The average citizen, 
as then generally uneducated concerning 
the forces in the field or the magnitude of 
the impending struggle, read his daily pa- 
per and came to the conclusion that the 
German plan of campaign was doomed to 
1 failure, and that the German 

army could never cross the French fron- 
eK much less reach the shores of the 

| English channel. But as that terribly 
efficient machine settled down to its work

Go where you will 
throughout the city today, everywhere 
you will meet with pitiful faces that tell 
their own tale of anguish, of days of panic 
stricken flight, and nights of terror.

Counting state and imperial taxes, Ger- 
many raises only 30.per cent from direct 
taxes and 70 from indirect, whereas Eng- 
land raises 48 per cent from direct.and 
52 from indirect. Germany and England 
here move apart; for forty years ago Eng- 
land got only 20 per cent of her revenues 
fram direct taxes, ee then 
got 35 per cent. 

Political reasons et England in- 
creasing ber indirect taxes—the protec- 
tionist plan to tax meat and bread has 
been practically abandoned. In Germany 
the Prussian conservatives who stand be- 
hind and above the imperial government 
prevent the inoreasing of direct taxes on 
property. 

English Rates Almost Confiscatory. 

Both states are at their wits’ ends for 
money to finance the war. England has 
piled on property taxes so hard that she 
cannot levy any more without complete 
confiscation. Since 1802 she has increased 
her income tax yield from $67,500,000 to 
$226,000,000; and her legacy and succes- 
sion duty from $44,000,000 to $128,000,000. 
The British estate duty is the highest in 
Burope; in 1894 the maximum figure was 
s per cent; in 1909 Lioyd-George raised it 
to 15, and now in 1014 to 20 per cent.

England has got 
to the end of her direct taxation reserves. 


Taxed More Heavily than English. 
‘Superficially regarded, Germany has 
splendid war taxation reserves. Up to 
1906 she had no property taxes at all: and 
the legacy duty passed by Treasury Sec 
retary Stengel in that year was a fleabite 
compared with Lioyd-George’s taxes. Ger- 
many’s firet real property tax was passed 
m 1913 in the shape of a property in- 
erement impost. Once every three years 
the total real and personal property of 
the citizen is assessed, and any increase 
in value exceeding $2,500 has to pay a 
tax, varying according to the amount of 
the increase from 0.75 per cent to 1.5 per 
cent. 55 

This impost leaves the initial capital 
vo lue of property untaxed. Altogether 
Germany's taxes, as stated by Secretary 
Dr. Kuhn to the reichstag in 1913 work 
out at only $13 a head, whereas the Eng- 
lishman pays $21 and the Frenchman $19. 
These figures are given to prove that Ger- 
mans can easily bear more taxation, but 
they are delusive; in reality the Cerman 
is taxed heavier than the Englishman, 
ahd the taxation reserve for emergencies 
is smaller in Germany.

W. K. Whitfield. 


Court May Admit Evidence. 

The court intimated at the close that 
the evidence was material and withheld 
his ruling until Monday that the defense 
may show cause why the newspaper evi- 
dence is not important. Attorney Frank 
Comerford of the defense declared that 
there was no evidence in the strike 
bulletin articles to indicate that Person 
and Musser were even acquainted, and 
that inferences might be drawn from this 
evidence prejudicial to the defendant. 

Attorney Lott Herrick branded the 
articles malicious and vindictive,” and 
deciared that as the editorials showed 
malice toward a class as a result there 
was malice toward the individuel. 

Five Eyewitnesses Called. 

Five additional eyewitnesses of the 

shooting were called to the stand today by

Labor Temple Started for 
Shelter and Board of Idle 
Members of Sex. 


NEW LAWS ARE URGED. 


The labor temple committee of the 
Woman's Trade Union league was re- 
juvenated last night at the closing ses- 


sion of the women’s labor conferencegt 
1579 M:lwaukee avenue. The women, to 
whom ha sbeen given the task of erect- | 
ing the temple, will start immediately 
steps toward making the temple, which is 
to house all labor organizations, a reality. 

The members of the league hope to 
inaugurate a system, when the temple is 
built. whereby women in labor organiza- 
tions looking for work will be given as- 
sistance in getting work, a meal, and a 
night's lodging, and railroad fare to the 
net industrial center in case no work is 
available in Chicago. 


Recommendations by Committee. 

The committee on legasiation made the 
following recommendations, which were 
approved by the conference: 

A statement of existing laws that 
have to do with women in labor shall 
be printed and distributed among 
working women. 

A law enforcment committee shall 
be established in each women's local 
union, which shail report all violations 
to the league and the proper civil au- 
thorities. 

The state legislature will be asked to 
create legislation bringing about an 
eight hour day for women; the elim- 
ination of night work; installation of 
protected machinery; sanitary work- 
shops; seats for women tn stores and 
factories to be used when possible; 
one day's rest in seven; an increased 
number of women factory Inspectors; 
labor and factory departments on a 
nonpolitical and scientific basis; bet- 
ter control and supervision of employ- 
ment agencies; an amendment to the 
child labor law which shall prevent 
the issuance of a work certificate to 
a child who has not passed an exam- 
ination on the labor laws existing for 
his protection. 


Other Reforms Urged. 

The following recommendations, sub- 
mitted by the organization committee 
were passed: Larger appropriations by 
the state legislature for state institutions

Laboring Classes Are Ig- 
, nored in Panel Selection. 


| REFORMS ADVOCATED. 


‘The methods used by the jury com- 
missioners of Cook county in the selection 
of jurors were denounced as unfair to 
the laboring class in a report read before 
the members of the Lawyers’ Association 
of Illinois yesterday at its monthly meet- 
lng at the Press club. Edward Maher 
presided. 

A committee was appointed by the asso- 
clation in December, 1913, to investigate 
the system adopted by the jury commis- 
sioners. The committee reported the re- 
sult of its investigation during the period 
sefween September. 1913, and March 
1914. The committee counted 800 differ- 
ent occupations in the county. Out of ten 
of these 300 occupations, the report states, 
the great bulk of the jurors are chosen.

Out of 1,300 sheet metal 
workers one was drawn; out of 2.000 iron 
workers, four, We also found they ex- 
clude entirely waiters and cab drivers. 
Oak Park, with a population of 19,000, 
contributed 116 jurors. Out of this num- 
ber there was one steamfitter, one engi- 
neer, one plumber, one painter, one car- 
penter, and one electrician. The balance 
were high grade men.”

Dr. Hickson Urges State Col- 
ony for Defectives. 


ARE PERILS TO SOCIETY. 


Expert Asserts Their Detention 
Would Reduce Crime.

Idiet— Person having mentality 
equivalent to that of 1 to 3 year 
old child. 

Imbecile—Adult with 3 to 8 
year old mentality. 

Moron—Mentality of from 8 to 
12 years. 

Sociopath—Mentality above that 
of normal 12 year old, but sv de- 
fective that it is not able to main- 
tain individual independently. 


Dr. William J. Hickson, director of the 
psychopathological laboratory of the Mu- 
nicipal court, yesterday submitted to the 
council crime committee a plan for ma- 
terlally reducing Chicago's long list of 
crimes of violence, burglary, and larceny. 
Dr. Hickson declared that proof of mental 
deficiency should immediately preclude a 
criminal prosecution. He urges the eetab- 
lishment of an industrial colony for feeble 
minded youths, known as sociopaths. 

“I think the citizens of Chicago would 
find such a colony the greatest boon of 
years,"’ said Dr. Hickson. It would ma- 
terlally reduce crime, and I don't see why 
it wouldn't make possible a reduction in 
the police force. Eighty-five per cent of 
the young fellows who are brought into 
the boys’ court are feeble minded; they 
cannot support themselves. 


Take Burden Off Society. 

In such a colony they would be 60 to 70 
per cent efficient, and the institution 
would be two-thirds self-supporting. It 
is much more costly to have these fellows 
around loose, holding people up, breaking 
into stores, and attacking young girls. 
They have the minds of 10 to 12 year old 
children, and the instincts of adults. 
They have no insight or forggight, and 
they try to provide for themselves by 
direct means, whereas we adopt more 
roundabout methods of making a living. 
As one man said to me, We are the more 
clever criminals.’ "’ 

The laws should be changed,” con- 
tinued Dr. Hickson. ‘“‘ Under the German 
coae, if mental disease is proven, there 
is no criminal deed committed. The judge 
turns the prisoner over to the psychiatrist. 
It means a big saving in the machinery 
of the law and saves the befuddiing of the 
juries by expert ’ testimony. 


Heredity Strong Factor. 

“In cases involving illegitimate chil- 
dren,” continued Dr. Hickson, 0 per 
cent of the girls are mentally defective. 
This is an important discovery, as every 
one realizes how often adopted children 
go Wrong. It upholds our theory that 
heredity is the intrinsic cause of feeble- 
mindedness, while environment is an ex- 
trinsic cause. Eighty-four per cent of the 
prostitutes examined in the Morals court 
were found to be subnormal mentally. 

One interesting fact brought to light 
was that the lower the mentality the 
earlier the boye get into the toils of the 
law. Nearly all of them are habitual 
cigaret smokers, and a small percentage 


use cocaine and morphine."’

Stirred to quick action and also to some 
anger by the blistering assaults of Col. 
Roosevelt on the Republican organization 
of Illinois and particularly on Senator 
Lawrence Y. Sherman, Republican chiefs 
yesterday issued a hurry up call fora 
meeting of the state candidates and the 
new state central committee. 

The conference will be held at the Hotel 
La Salle Tuesday. An attempt will be 
made to launch a big campuign at once 
in the effort to counteract the effect of the 
Roosevelt broadside. 

At this meeting also Senator Sherman 
is expected to formulate a reply to Col, 
Roosevelt, in which he will accuse him 
of insincerity and a faulty memory in 
his recent attacks. 


Sherman to Quote History. 

Senator Sherman, it was stated yester- 
day, will recall that Col. Roosevelt once 
offered him à place on the United States 
Court of Claims and in other ways sought 
to honor him, even in the memorable Re- 
publican national convention of 1912. 

The Republicans plan to accept the gage 
of battle and go back at the former pres- 
ident. They also will attack Raymond 
Robins as the apostle of the single tax 
theory. 

The Republicans pointed out that the 
organization of the Robins Democratic 
League of Cook County carried the names 
of George Schilling, Wiley W. Mills, and 
John Z. White, three pioneers in the sin- 
gle tax propaganda. They plan to carry 
this issue to the farmers of the state, 
charging that the Robins backers are try- 
ing to push the single tax, or land tax, 
propaganda in this campaign. 

That the Republican generals will have 
the active codperation of the Swedish- 
American Republican league of the state 
was settled when the executive committee

For the fall season the publishers’ announcements 
are ‘althost as attractive and varied as they would 
hate been if Europe had remained at peace. Blog- 
raphy, fiction, essays, criticism, social science and 
history cannot at this stage show any palpable effect 
of the calamity that, as Maeterlinek and other artists 
confess, has paralyzed imagination, beggared lan- 
guage and eclipsed art all along the line. The 
books now offered were, of course, written nd 

| for publication some time since. 

At this time in the old world not only lawgivers 
but thinkers and authors are silent. There is notb- 
ing for art to do except wait. Even patriotic poetry 
and eloquence sound strained and made to arder. 
But the war has raised or will raise a good many 
seridus problems, and it will keep pens and type- 
writers busy for years to come. Every branch of 


literature will be profopndly affected by the tragedy, 


and every form of art as well. New voices and 
new tendencies will be heard in fiction and drama. 
Some prevailing fads or fashions will be retired. 
National and racial psychology will demand reinter- 
pretation. Political and governmental organization 
will; challenge attention again, and the idea that 
political machinery is of no moment will not be 
entertained with patience. Europe's new map, with 
all the changes entailed by it, will have to be ex- 
plained and history re-examined. To students of 
military and naval questions the outcome of the 
war will yield rich material. 

In short, there will be plenty of work for think- 
ers, authors, and artists. The reading and cultivated 
world will be keen and curious, eager for light and 
leading, and athirst for consolation, reassurance 
ant. ‘fresh inspiration. Originality will have great 
opportunity; modest talent and skill may have to 
work overtime. 


GROWING DEPENDENT. 

Fear is sometimes expressed that the varied and 
multiple kinds of welfare work which are under- 
taken by the municipalities and states bring a great 
deal of harm along with their benefits. The citizen, 
it is asserted, is becoming so accustomed to being 
taken care of in matters of health, sanitation, 
amusement, that he relinquishes all personal inter- 
est in conditions about him. He depends upon the 
proper city authorities or departments to search out 
and correct every evil under the sun. 

There is considerable truth in this charge. Indi- 
tidnal indifference is growing on every side. Fathers 
do not look after their boys nearly as closely as they 
should. Mothers are easier with their girls than 
they should be. They read so mach about so- 
cieties working to protect the city from this or that 
vice that thoy take it for granted that there is no 
work for them to do. 

This is a wrong attitude to take and the sooner 
it is corrected the better. Vice commissions and 
anti-gambling societies can do no more than to save 
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ture of our country whose mothers will be drawn 
to a considerable extent from just such a class. 

Our judgment of the girl and our fear for the 
race are wrong and unwarranted, according to a 
club woman who writes on the servant problem 
The revolt of the girl against housework, the won 
an says, is in reality a revolt against caste. Girls 
shun domestic service because they lack companion 
ship in that work, because they have little or ne 
personal freedom, and, last but foremost, because 
of unjust class distinction which domestic work 
invariably carries with it. We can forgive the 
servant girl, therefore, she says, her breaking her 
word to an employer. This sin of lying is more 
than atoned to society by her opposition to caste 
and consequent desire for democracy. 

When the European war closes the number of 
girls who will flock to the United States In search 
of employment, in search even of domestic service, 
will undoubtedly bé large. For a while the house- 
wife, no doubt, will enjoy the serene bliss of not 
having to worry about her cook. There will be 
plenty of willing workers to replace the lazy or 
incompetent. It is doubtful, however, if the prom- 
ed bliss will be of long duration. Apparently 
caste and class distinctions are doomed forever ever 
in the kitchen. 


OLD ADAM AND THE PHILOSOPHERS. 

One of the mest significant—and disiliusioning— 
features of the war is the heavy firing of our sup- 
posed leaders of civilization. French philosophers 
fare bombarding German, German professors thun- 
dering against British, American historians (pro- 
German) attacking from one side, American 
“thinkers” (pro-English or pro-French) attacking 
from the other. Never in the history of the world 
bas there been such a verbal cannonading, such 
explanatiovs, recriminations, charges, counter- 
charges, and appeals to the tribunal of neutral 
world opinion. 

What is the result of all this combat of our 
intellectual overlords? Ie it the peace of under- 
standing. is it clarification, is it instruction? It 
most certainly is not. Or, rather, it brings an 
understanding and gives an instruction not intende! 
by our teachers. , 

For virtually all their utterances, though couched 

in language of the “educated,” are in spirit, in 
accuracy of statement, and fina) effect little above 
the level of the debates to be overheard on the 
street corner. Perbaps we ought never to forget 
Mark Twain’s remark that “there is a lot of 
buman nature in the world,” and yet it administers 
a distinct shock to our ingenuous admirations to 
find Bergson talking like a jingo, Haeckel and 
Eucken dismissing the violation of Belgium with 
a perfunctory line in a half column tirade against 
England, while the “psychological expert of a 
great American university is defending German 
policy with so much more ardor than discretion 
that we cannot believe he has mastered his own 
psychology; and an American historian of note, 
head of the historical section of another leading 
American university, under plea of “ clarifying ” 
the air and discouraging intemperate partisanship, 
fills a page of a newspaper with an extremely 
adroit and disingenuous plea for one of the com- 
batants. This historian’s deliberate public utter- 
ance, had it taken the form of a frank. and open 
defense, had it been a ringing assertion of the 
splendid qualities, the glorious achievements, the 
noble ends of the nation defended, would have 
won respect from open minds and exerted a desir- 
able influence on public opinion. But the pretense 
of one intent and palpable opposite purpose exhib- 
ited by a trained historian, to say nothing of sev- 
eral loose statements, one serious misstatement, 
and at least one critical half truth, throws an 
astonishing light on the operations of a mind sup- 
posed to be trained to the most scrupulous accu- 
racy and caution of statement and the most serene 
scientific impartiality of judgment. 
No, “the colonel’s lady and Judy O’Grady are 
sisters under the skin.“ The perusal of these most 
humanly emotional, fallible, and partisan utter- 
ances offers a lesson in intellectual democracy and 
a wholesome corrective of “education” worship. 
There must be difference of opinion among even 
trained minds, according as information and angles 
of vision differ. Such difference would not discount 
the authority of these celebrated disputants. But 
when they make slipshod statements of alleged 
fact, when they draw sweeping conclusions from 
what, if they were master of their mental proc- 
esses, they would know were partial data, when 
their mental training, their supposed discipline, 
their assumption of scientific disinterestedness all 
are swept away and we find them almost as com- 
pletely the victims of passion, prejudice, and par- 
tisanship as the rest of us, we have had a whole- 
some disillusionment. 

“Learning is not wisdom, and there is more waste 
in what we call “education” than we realize. 
Training builds habits of thought that are of value, 
but their mechanism is flimsy. A “ man of affairs” 
who talks solemnly of “the menace of the mob” 
and of “popular passion” will “see red” in a 
card game at his club, and goes through life with- 
out once catching a glimpse of any side of any 
controversy except his own. Education, respon- 
sibility, experience, opportunity have done little to 
modify or to mitigate his egotism, while the woman 
who scrubs the floor of his marble and mahogany 
ofice may reveal in her humility a charity, a 
patience, a poise of judgment of which he has 
never even dreamed. And so a man who cannot 
write his own name may shame a world-famous 
“religious teacher” or “ philosopher” by his fair- 
ness fo an adversary, his charity towards those 
who despitefully use him. 

True disinterestedness, a fairness deep ehough 
to withstand the shock of the forces let loose by 
the present war, is not learned from books nor 
created by training. Haeckel, Bergson, Bucken, 
Maeterlinck are proving that conspicuously. It 
is born in us. When we all possess it there will 
be no war and the millennial dawn will be golden 
in the esky.

It may be remembered that several years before 
| the demise of the late Earl of Aylesford, who died 
so mysteriously in Texas, he instituted a suit for 
divorce against his countess, naming as co-respond- 
ent the late Duke of Marlborough. 

The decree was refused on the ground that the 
earl had been equally guilty of misconduct, and 
shortly afterward he left for America in order to 
get away from his creditors, having reached the 
end of his financial tether. 

Some time subsequently the late Duke of Mari 
borough was in turn sued by his wife for divorce, 
the name of Lady Aylesford being cited as co- 
respondent, and the decree was granted on its be- 
ing shown that Lady Aylesford had given birth in 
Paris to a son of whom her husband, owing to his 
absence in America, could not have been the father, 
and of whom the duke had caused himself to be 
registered as the parent, under the name of Spen- 
cer, which is, together with that of Churchill, the 
patronymic of his family.

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Meanwhile the child born in Paris was known as 
Lord Guernsey, and on the late Lord Aylesford's 
death in Texas his widow put forward a claim to 
the earldom, in behalf of the boy, and the entailed 
estates belonging thereto, on the plea that her 
child had deen born during wedlock with her hus- 
band, never dissolved by law, and that he had never 
repudiated the paternity of the child. 

The case was brought into court. But when the 
evidence taken during the divorce proceedings of 
the late Duke of Marlborough was produced, show- 
ing that the duke had admitted to the French au- 
thorities his paternity of the child, a decision was 
given against the widowed countess, both as re- 
gards the property and the earldom, which were 
declared to be vested in her husband's brother, the 
present Lord Aylesford, it being likewise shown 
that her boy had never had any right either to the 
title of Lord Guernsey or to that of Aylesford. 

His mother, Edith, Countess of Aylesford, a re- 
markably pretty woman, sister of Gen. Owen Wil- 
Hams and of the widowed Duchess of Wellingto 
died some years ago, leaving in addition to th 
boy two daughters, Lady Hilda Murray and Lady 
Alexandra Danby, concerning whose legitimacy no 
question has ever been raised, Lady Alexandra be- 
ing a goddaughter of Queen Alexandra.

The present Lord Aylesford makes his home at 
Packington Hall, situated on the outskirts of the 
Forest of Arden, so familiar to every lover of 
Shakspeare. 

He managed to amass a good deal of money as 
a brewer at the very time when his elder brother 
was making ducks and drakes of his ancestral pos- 
sessions, and acquired, in addition thereto, a cou- 
ple of fair sized fortunes, the one by his marriage 
to a daughter of Lord Bagot, which made him a 
brother-in-law of Hamar Bass, the brewer, while 
his present wife is likewise a very rich woman, 
possessing considerable property in Ireland, which 
will eventually pass to her now fatherless grand- 
son, the new Lord Guernsey. 
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The Duke of Westmin- 
ster writes to deny the 
story cabled to this 
country, and widely 
printed, of his alleged 
heroic rescue of Capt. 
Francis Grenfell of the 
Ninth Lancers. He was 
asserted to have ridden 
out under a heavy fire 
and to have carried him 
in, after Grenfell had 
fallen severely wounded. 

According to the duke, 
he was many miles away 
from the scene of action 
where Francis Grenfell 
was wounded, and all that he did for him wag to 
convey him in his motor from the field hospital to 
the coast. 

The Duke of Westminster is attached to Field 
Marshal Sir John French's staff, a position analo- 
gous to that which he held under the same com- 
mander in the South African war some fourteen 
years ago, and while, according to his own account, 
he did not rescue Capt. Grenfell, at any rate he 
has been constantly under heavy fire during the last 
few weeks.

HOUSE-INFESTING INSECTS. 


most insignificant inseots and reptiles 

are of much more consequence and 

have much more influence in the econ- 

omy of nature than the incurious are 
aware of.” This bit of wisdom with Gil- 
bert White was speculative philosophy. 
For it no scientific foundation had been 
laid. 

In spite of his opinion we of the present 
day would be compelled to group Gilbert 
White with the incurious, for the real im- 
portance of insects from the health stand- 
point was as much beyond his comprehen- 
sion of it as that understanding was be- 
yond the opinion of the incurious. 

The autumn season is the healthiest of 
the year. The warm houses, bad ventila- 
tion, and inclement weather of the winter 
have not yet produced the disorders of 
cold weather. At the same time the cool 
nights have driven the insects from the 
Held of battle. 

Hewitt in House Flies tells us that 
when Menelaus, the king of Sparta, in- 
voked the goddeas Athena for strength to 
withstand Hector she gave him the cour- 
age of the most fearless and audacious 
of creatures, the fly. 


: 1777 Gilbert White wrote: “ The

Ruskin said: The common house fly 
is the most perfectly free and republican 
of creatures. There is no courtesy in 
him; he does not care whether it is a 
king or clown whom he teases, and in 
every step of his swift mechanical march 
and in every pause of his resolute observa- 
tion there lu one and the same perfect 
egotism, perfect independence, and self- 
confidence and conviction of the world 
having been made for flies. 

“Your fly, free in the air, free in the 
chamber, a black incarnation of caprice, 
wandering, investigating, fleeting, flitting, 
feasting at his will with rich variety of 
feast from the heaped sweets in the gro- 
cer's window to those of the butcher's 
back yard, and from the galled place on 
your horse’s neck to the brown spot on 
the road, from which, as the hoof disturbs 
him, he rises with angry republican buzz; 
what freedom is like his?”

There is no trouble in agreeing with the 
opinion of Ruskin, but the goddess Athena 
was not posted on the mental makeup of 
the fly. When it comes to cold, wet, and 
wind, filles are cowardly. An hour ortwo 
efore a rainstorm, when you and I are 


yet unsuspecting, the fly senses danger 


and persistently tries to enter the house. 
When a windstorm portends, it hunts 
cover. 

When the temperature of the night air 
begins to fall below 60 it may remain out 
of doors numb and stiff through a night 
or twe, but if such nights continue it 
makes for the house and persistently 
hunts for holes in the screen or open door. 
If it were not for this instinct the battle 
against flies would be easily won. 


— 

In the summer season just three weeks 
elapses from the time an egg 18 laid 
until the female hatched from that ess 
lays its first egg. In hot weather the 
life of a fly is a short dnd merry one. 
Three weeks from the time a fly becomes 
a fly it dies of old age. 

The span of life, though, is longer the 
colder the weather becomes. The eggs, 
instead of hatching in five days, as they 
do when the weather is just right, do 
not hatch for three weeks and may even 
remain dormant for months. 

The time required to complete a cycle 
increases. The adult fly, instead of per- 
ishing from old age, may live as long as 
six months. Griffiths kept a male fly 
in captivity sixteen weeks. Jepson kept 
females alive eleven weeks. But these 
were under warm air and daylight condi- 
tions, 

~~ 

In October and November most of the 
flies that have survived find warm places 
under wallpaper, in cracks, under clothes, 
and begin their hibernation. If the room 
is warm, some of them may come out 
from time to time in search of food. Some 
may even deposit eggs, if a suitabie 
place can be found. 

Ross says the hibernation of the adult 
tnsect is certain and that of the larve 
and chrysalis probable. Col. Jennings 
found that fly larv@ hibernate in bur- 
rows under the ground. He found them 
at a distance of a foot from the surface 
in soft soil. The soll in this part of the 
country gets too cold for fly larve in 
winter. 


— 

There is little use in trying to kill flies 
that have hidden themselves away for 
the winter. They do not show them- 
selves to be swatted. When they do come 
out they are logy and slow and try to 
keep away from observation. Formalin 
fumes will not kill them. They are so 
little alive that it is doubtful if sulphur 
fumes would get them. 

To turn off the heat and let the house 
get very cold would kill the files, but 
then it would also freeze the plumbing. 

Obviously, the proper fall and winter 
fly policy is to keep ns in until 
long past fly time and to keep the swatter 
handy all winter. 


— 

MOSQUITOES—The relation of cold 
weather to mosquitoes is of even greater 
importance than its relation to flies. Moos- 
quitoes cannot live out of doors in cold 
weather, In addition to other points, cool 
weather stops the evolution of the 
malarial parasite in the infs:ted mos- 
quito. 

When the temperature drops below 60 
the malarial organisms in the body of a 
mosquito are arrested in their develop- 
ment and such a mosquito later biting a 
susceptible man does not infect him. 

Paralleling this, it is well known that 
@ man with a chronic malarial infection 
in whom the parasites are lying auiet, if 
subjected to cold weather is l'nb'e to be- 
gin having chills. 

As the weather begins to get cool mos- 
quitoes cease to be troublesome. It is on 


As the cool nights continue it recog- 
nizes the need of some snug harbor. It 
to find a place which its 


es the weather begins to get cold, we 
ward against annoyance for the next 
year. It is the few which live through 
the winter that are responsible for mil- 
‘ions in midsummer, 

No plat of ridding a house of mosqui- 
toes in cold weather equals screening 
them out as the weather gets cold, It 
is wise, as the autumn comes on, to go 
over the screens for holes and places 
where the screen does not fit snugly. It 
8 also wise to spray the screens with 
kerosene or wipe them off with a kerosene 
cloth occasionally. 

After the mosquitoes have got in some 
good can be accomplished by burning 
sulphur. Perhaps very careful, experi- 
enced people are justified in using hydro- 
cyanic gas. Better than either, when 
feasible, is to freeze out the house a few 
times during the winter.

FLEAS.—Just now fleas are much in 
the public mind. It is a matter of gen- 
eral information that fleas spread plague 

New Orleans and Louisiana are deter- 
mined not to make the same mistake San 
Francisco and California did.

When the infection reached New Or- 
leans the authorities gave it the widest 
publicity. In consequence the commu- 
nity has the confidence of the people of 
the country. A campaign of education 
was not possible without publicity, and 
the Louisiana authorities were deter- 
mined that everybody in that state should 
know of the relation between rats, fleas, 
and the plague. 

This country generally Js in no danger 
from plague. Plague has made no head- 
way in countries inhabited by Caucasians 
since 1605. 

~o 

We learn from Hirsch that a historical 
study of the epidemie of plague during 
the last 500 years shows that season is 
not a controlling factor. In an analysis 
of eighty-eight epidemics, the smallest 
number [17}) began in winter and the 
highest [26] began in summer. The divi- 
sion between the seasons was about even. 
This is what we expect when we remem- 
ber that plague is spread by rats and 
fieas. The numbers of rats and fieas are 
not greatly influenced by season. 

The number of fleas in winter is nearly 
as great as in summer. We speak of the 
house fly and the house mosquito. Neither 
is thoroughly at home in the house. 
Fleas and rats, on the other hand, are 
thoroughly at home in the house, and in 


consequence they have no great seasonal 
variations. 


„ 

In the United States two varieties ot 
flea abound—the human fiea and the cat 
and dog flea. Herrick says that the cat 
and dog flea is usually found in houses 
in all parts of the United States except 
California. Doane found that of 916 fleas 
caught in houges in California 913 were 
human fleas and three were rat fleas. 
The general meaning of this is that while 
we have human fleas, cat and dog fleas, 
and rat fleas, fleas do not stick to their 
tags A dog ora rat flea has no particu- 
lar dislike to a meal of human blood. 

As there ‘s no great seasonal variation 
in fleas, there ts no season when a little 
work wil bring about an enormous re- 
sult, as ip the case of mosquitoes and 
flies. 

In ridding a house of fleas the first 
requisite is cleanliness. No flea remedy 
equais soap and water and a vacuum 
cleaner. Miss Fields brings from Chine 
the use of alum as a fiea remedy. She 
dusts powdered alum around the room, 
places strips of paper dipped in alum 
water around the room, and whitewashes 
with a lime mixture containing alum. 

Dr. Henry Skinner clears a house of 
fleas by the use of flake naphthalene. 
He operates on a house one room at a’ 
time. He sprinkles five pounds of flake 
naphthalene on the rugs or carpet and 
then closes the room for twenty-four 
hours. He then enters the room, sweeps 
up the naphthalene, and uses it in the 
next room; and so on until the house has 
been covered.

MOTHS.—Moths nave no relation to 
health. The only reason for including 
them is that they are subject to seasonal 
variation, and the housewife on whom 
falis the duty of combating hovpefiies 
mosquitoes, and fleas is greatly intereste 
ed in clothes moths. 

The moth is not an upstart or a nou- 
veau riche. The bookofJobsays: “and 
he as a rotten thing consumeth asa gar- 
ment that is moth eaten.” Peter Kalem, a 
Swedish acientist, who traveled in the 
United States in 1748, wrote home: 
“Mothe which eat the clothes are like- 
wise abundant here.“ 

Moths are seasonal parasites. ‘The 
larve pass the winter living inactive 
as larve. In the spring these larve 
hatch, and a succession of cycles begins. 
These cycles run until the cold weather, 
when the hibernating stage is again en- 
tered into. 

The best method of preventing destruc- 
tion by moths is to keep wooien fabrics 
under winter conditions in the summer. 
When woolen garments are held at 40 
degrees or below it moth eggs will not 
hatch, and moth larve will remain dor- 
mant indefintely. 

The great advantage of the cold storage 
method over the cedar chest or moth 
ball method of protecting clothes is that 
with the former it makes no difference if 
the clothes, when put away, contain eggs 
or worms, while with the latter it makes 
all the difference. 

If the clothes are thoroughly cleaned, 
brushed, and aired, so thoroughly pre- 
pared that no worms and no larv2 are left 
in them, moth balls, cedar chests, and 
paper bags will keep out the moths. But 
none of these agents will prevent moth 
eggs from hatching or moth larve from 
eating and changing into millers, who in

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92 natural — those of us who are 
neerned w Writing to ask our- 
selves these days what the great 
world conflict now going on in Europe 
means to our profession. It is inter- 
esting to determine the influence both 
practical and speculative of war upon lit- 
erary production 
The first aspect of the matter is certain 
and clear enough—it means a restricted 
and Cautious publishing of new books, 
for delivery,”” in the lan- 
guage of the trade. Publishers along with 
ell other business men are prudently 
drawing in, not making ‘‘ commitments " 
in advance, to keep to the commercial 
idiom. The present demand for “ se- 
rious” books on history and allied sub- 
Jects. that relate to the wer itself, such 
&s world politica, may be expected to 
last through the the period of the war. 
The Londen Times, to meet this sudden 
interest in historical literature, has pre- 
pared an excellent list of titles that cover 
nearly the whole of a broad page of its 
literary supplement.

The civilized world is likely to learn 
more about history in the coming year 
than ever before. But for “ pure Htera- 
ture "fiction, poetry, essays, and the 
like—the future is quite uncertain. For 
one thing, the buying power of the well 
to do who read is Nkely to be restricted, 
and their minds certainly will be distract- 
ed by the most absorbing public drama 
the modern world has ever seen. 

One wonders in this connection what 
will happen to that long looked for and 
much heralded renaissance of poetry that 
was just getting into sight. The war 
has created a demand for occasional 
poetry of a militant order, but that ie lim- 
ited perforce—scarcely makes volumes to 
go onto the shelves. 

Under the cireumstancesone can hardly 
blame the publishers for curtailing their 
long lists. 


— 

And there is another reeult of war con- 
ditions working powerfully towards cut- 
ting down the number of books. The ma- 
terial side of their business is worrying 
the publishers. Almost everything that 
goes into the manufacture of books has 
leaped upward in price, with no likell- 
hood of an immediate drop. Paper, type 
metal, ink, and binding all cost more, so 
that, as I am informed by those who 
should know, the publishers’ profits have 
been cut at the present retail prices as 
much as 50 per cent. 

Either the reading public must pay 
more for its reading or the author and 
publisher must be content with less in- 
come. From that dilemma the solution 
will be doubtless a greatly reduced 
amount of general book making. Pub- 
ishers are going to escrutinize manu- 
ecripts more rigidly than in recent years, 
to assure themselves of profits from the 
riske they are asked to take in investing 
their capital in wood pulp, type metal, 
and bindings. 

A restricted rate of publicatton will not 
be a bad thing. in my opinion; may be of 
benefit to author and public alike, and no 
logs to the publishers. An intenser com- 
petition for the privilege of appealing 
to the public th print will do no harm to 
anybody. The flood conditions of t- 
erary production have become intolerable 
of recent years, with the result that dis- 
crimination has almost disappeared. The 
waste of overproduction in literature has 
been enormous. 


— 
Of course this trade aspect of Mterary 


production ts not what interests me most, 
nor my readers, probably. Much - more 
important is it to determine the infiu- 
ences, immediate and remote, that a 
world war will have upon the spiritual 
content of the world’s thought. What 
new impulses, if any, will war give to cre- 
ative activity? Will it have, possibly. a 


| deadening and restrictive influence for 


the present generation of readers and 
writers? 

The most banal answer to this question 
is that of those persons who are celebrat- 
ing the advent of a great era in dramatic 
production for America, merely because 
European theaters will be closed and Eu- 
ropean playwrights engaged in other pur- 
suits than the writing of plays. Europe 
will have to lock to America for its plays.“ 
they say, and America also!“ In other 
words, the war, having opportunely cre- 
ated a tariff wall in the drama, our 
dramatists will at last be able to compete 
and furnish not only American play- 
houses but the foreign theaters where 
they are open. 

That sort of protection argument may 
serve for cotton manufacturing and for 
selling @ surplus product in South Amer - 
ica; it hardly works in literature or fine 
art. It has not been lack of protection 
these last twenty years that has made us 
look to Europe for plays, but lack of do- 
mestic playwrighte who could write 


strong plays. The mere fact that our the- 


aters will want plays and can’t get them 
from the other side will not make drama-~ 
tists nor create a national drama, and it is 
childish te talk as if it would. Perhaps 
more poor pleys will get the chance of 
production, but that will herdly help mat- 
ters.

extent the same thing is true 
interest. 


The real question is what this world 
tragedy will do for the creation of talent 
and the evocation of genius, that which is 
working today and that which will come 
with the new generation. 

We havee already of the imme- 
Mate influence of the war upon writers in 
the flood of little poems and articles by 
such well known authors ag Messe. 
Wells, Locke, Bennett, Shaw, etc, Ex- 
cept for one short poem by Kipling of 
noble character nothing that I have seen 
of this prolific war inspiration is of any 
value, even ephemeral. It is mere jour- 
nalism on war. It shows that the gross 
impact of a colossal crisis has moved 
everybody to some sort of expression, 
that is alk Apparently it has staggered 
the modern imagination. These creative 
writers are not ready for it. They react 
turgidly or commonplacely. Mr. Shaw 
writes like a buffoon on the causes of the 
war between England and Germany, and 
to play the buffoon on such a cosmic occa- 
sion is bad taste, to say the least possible.

Yet upon our well known authors and 
even upon their lesser brethren of the 
craft this war will have some marked in- 
fuence, and one pernicious result of fit I 
can see plainiy staring us in the fach. 
There will be another overwhelming wave 
of romantic slop to be absorbed and for- 
gotten. It Is difficult for me to conceive 
how the gross, brutal facts of thie twen- 
tieth century reversion to barbarism— 
meagerly as thus far we are permitted to 
know their realities—can be made over 
into sentimental romance, but it is his- 
torically true that every great war is ac- 
companied or followed by a wave of senti- 
mentalism and romance, which seems to 
be the human antidote of weak minds for 
the gospel of force And eo I look for 
another boresome period of false senti- 
ment, false idealism, false heroism, and 
all the rest that goes with war's glori- 
ous alarms.” 

Apart from such romantic paste which 
will fill our bookshop windows for a num- 
ber of years and will stultify our chil- 
dren's notions of life for a much longer 
period, I cannot believe that this war, no 
matter what its size as a world event may 
be, will have much effect upon the ma- 
ture writers whose names are known to 
the public. They are too old to assimilate 
its Inner meanings in tha subconscious 
manner necessary for the imagimation. 

For the interpretation of that new world 
emerging from the ashes of this old worid 
there must come a fresh generation of 
seers and poets and artists who have been 
born into its conditions and who having 
imbibed its thought unconsciously from 
infancy can understand what it means. 
To them it will not be a huge phenome- 
non, but life!

This new generation, again history 
shows us, does not spring full growp 
from the soil watered by the blood of a 
great war. 
obviously did not equal either in magni- 
tude or in breadth of world importance 
the present European conflict, produced 
nothing. Nothing of any importance to 
literature except Lincoln's speech at Get- 
tysburg came out of America during the 
twenty years that followed Appomattox. 
Artistically there was a vacuum, al- 
though there had been a lively production 
both before and during the war. 

The same truth largely holds good—on 
a much grandcr scale—of the Napoleonic 
wars a hundred years ago. During the 
preceding fifty years there had been a 
lively fermentation of ideas, but after 
Napoleon was cage d in St. Helena Europe 
went into the sleep of exhaustion for a 
generation. What literature there was 
was of an ephemerel reactionary sort 
(which I don’t doubt we shall have, too— 
the saying over of old saws). It was not 
until the century had begun to swing into 
the middle decades that thought and imag- 
ination revived and literature was made. 


— 

The causes of such a period of hiberna- 
tion for the creative spirit are not hard to 
discover. Alfred De Museet in his poig- 
nant Souvenirs d'un Enfant du Siecle ” 
stated them. The virile blood of the peo- 
ple has leached away on many battlefields 
and that which has escaped such waste 
is drained inevitably into material activi- 
ties, as it has been with us since the civil 
war. Leisure also is lacking, and those 
easy conditions of society that go to the 
maintenance of superfiuous men of letters, 
artists and thinkers, although pcrson- 
ally I am inclined to give less weight to 
this reason than do many. 

_ 

And so I do not look for a stimulated 
and vigorous literary activity either here 
or in Burope as an immediate result of 
the jar to our cerebration that events 
since Aug. 1 have produced. Rather I 
expect a flood of ephemera! and reac- 
tionary stuff that will wither like un- 
rooted grass, but ultimately there will 
flower a literature more important than 
anything it has been our privilege to 
know. I hope to live on into that time of 
flowering, to taste these fruits of the spirit 
that will arise from the bloody battlefields 
of our old order. I hope also that I shall 
be able to recognize them, not be too 
helplessly ancient to have lost my sense

No Age Limit in High Court. 

While the United States is extremely 
rigorous in enforcing the rules of super- 
annuation in the case of the army and 
navy, generals and admirals on 
the plea of age just at the time when they 
have become most valuable by reason of 
the experience that can only be acquired 
with years, it forbears from adopting any 
such measures in the case of the members 
of the Supreme court.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—Is it stalemate in- 
volving long siege operations in northern 
France or ia it the beginning of the 
breakup of the great German army and 
ite early retreat into Belgium and then 

into Germany itself? 

The demoralization of Germany’s orig- 
inal plan to strike straight at France's 
heart in Paris, her contimgpal retirement 
and her obvious preparations in Belgium 
to secure her retreat commend a second 
alternative in the military opinion of 
London, The feeling of self-confidence, 
though never really wavering among us, 
rises higher every day of the campa‘gn, 
especially owing to the triumphant vindl- 
cation of be British troops, as a fighting 
force, from German contempt. 
Newspapers give stories every day asan 
illustration of the universality of the pas- 
sion to go to front. The rich idle young 
men abandon everything. Middle aged 
men lie about their real age. Medically 
unfit men conceal their weakness to get 
to the fighting line. Similarly the astound- 
ing obliteration of all party differences 
increases, Labor members are rushing to 
the same platform as the reactionary 
Tories and rich Liberals. 


Reports of Outrages Stir England. 
In Liverpool last Monday night 14,000 
people, mostly Tories, greeted with the 
same enthusiasm Winston churchill, F. 
E. Smith, and myself. Ireland becomes 
more flercely anti-German daily since the 
outrage of Rheims followed Louvain. 

A few worthless cranks, who never did 
a stroke of real work in Ireland and ob- 
structed the Irish party at every step and 
did their utmost to prevent a home rule 
victory, will shriek, but they represent 
not a half of 1 per cent of the population. 
They are exhausting the patience of Red- 
mond and all Ireland. They soon wil dis- 
appear amid popular execration or go 
with the mighty tide of Irish anti-Ger- 
man sentiment. 

Irish recruiting, which was rapid at the 
opening of the war, then less active during 
the weeks of suspense on the home rule 
bill. again goes rapidly on. Callan, a small 
town of 1,800 population, in County Kll- 
kenny, sent seventy-two recruits. Two 
families in County Roscommon sent twen- 
ty-five between them. Dublin enlisted at 
the rate of 1,000 a week. Irish of Great 
Britain are, if anything, keener. Out 
of 800 Irish volunteers at Cardiff, 300 
went to the front. One hundred mem- 
bers of the branch of the Irish league at 
Merthyr Tydvil enlisted. No constitu- 
ency of the same size has sent as many 
to the front as my constituency in Liver- 
pool. Longshoremen there. mostly Irish 
Catholics, left by thousands, and the 800 
children of one Catholic school have 800 
relatives at the front. 


War Passion Grows Daily. 

In short, in every part of the British em- 
pire the war passion grows stronger every 
hour, largely owing to the brutalities of 
the Germany campaign and the keener 
realization that Prussian militarism has 
to conquer European freedom or freedom 
conquer German militarism. 

These things forecast clearly the de- 
mands of the allied countries when peace 
comes. Roughly, the chief fundamental! | 
principle will be to recarve Europe on 
lines of nationality, and German national 


races. 


Emden's successes in Asiatic waters, 
though. irritating, leave England calm, 
while her ships carry commerce and food 
practically scatheless all over the world. 
The daring aviator’s trip into the heart 
of Germany is held to balance Germany's 
little sea successes, and Botha's rush into 
the breach brings a climax to the empire's 
unity and loyalty to England and 
France's fight for freedom. 

Belgian refugees are landing every day. 
and they bring new stories of German 
atrocities to increase the war rage, and 
householders of England and Ireland 
compete for the honor of receiving them.

SANTIAGO, Chile.—The great war in 
Europe and the completion of the Pana- 
ma ca@al will mark the beginning of an 
enormous trade between the United 
States and Chile. Under the old condi- 
‘ions this trade has'trebled since 1903, and 
within the last four years it has increased 
1# per cent. It already amounts to $40,- 
YOL. 000 a year, but this is only about one- 
s. Ath of the whole and much of the bal- 
ance is divided among Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and France, whose factories and 
ships are now tied up in this terrible war. 

The foreign commerce of this country 
now aggregates more than $250,000,000 a 
year, and e bulk of it is with Europe. 
In 1913 4freat Britain exported $30,000,000 
worth of goods to Chile, and she took 
back in exchange goods to the amount of 
$25,000,000. Chile’s commerce with Ger- 
many has averaged more than $50,000,000 
a year, and she has been trading with 
France to the extent of $15,000,000. Bel- 
gium also hes had a good shoe of the 
business, and Australia has been sending 
im coal by the shipload. 


Eager to Trade in U. . 

Witbin the last few months the Chilean 
government has put its exposition build- 
ings et the disposal of a commercial 
museum for the display of Americun 
products. The government is especially 
friendly to Americans and within recent 
years it has bought a great deal of its rail- 
way material from the United States. It 
now proposes to subsidize a line of steam- 
ers which will go northward through our 
canal to our Atlantic ports, and it is anx- 
lous to establish the closes of trade rela- 
tiona with us in view of the loss of its 
European commerce. 

We have already a number of American 
ships plying between New York and Chile, 
Some of them belong to Grace & Co., 
which controls the largest part of the 
American business on the west coast.

The firm has its branches in New York, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Seattle, and 
New Orleans, as Wa as in London, Man- 
chester, and Birmingham. It has the 
countries of the west coast of South 
America divided up into selling districts, 
Fust as our wholesale houses divide up 
their domestic territories, and its 
brarehes, agencies, and traveling sales- 
tnen cover almost every part of Ecuador. 
Feru, Bolivia, and Chile. 

The firm has long led in the selling of 
American farm machinery and in the 
handling of kerosene and illuminating 
oils, but it also does a general wholesale 
business of importing and exporting, sell- 
ing everything from needles to steam 
dredges and from push carts to locomo- 
tives. It le the South American repre- 
sentative for the west coast of the Gen- 
eral Electric and International Harvester 
companies. It is noted for taking big 
contracts and its capital and business al- 
ready run high into the millions.

Loan Associations. 

H. E. C., J. P., C. S. S., J. M., and others 
Loan associations, as stated heretofore, 
are purely mutual enterprises. The mem- 


bers can take out no more than they put 
in. If any class or condition of members 
recelve more than they give it is obvious 
that other members must be giving more 
than they receive. 

If the association u large, operating in 
much territory and pushing its business 
by publicity campaigns and through the 
work of successful and highly paid can- 
vassers, the members ultimately must 
pay the bills for all this. 

There are at the present time several 
loan association operating in the United 
States on what may be termed a “ na- 
tional’ basis. Some of them appear to 
promise much to members. One makes 
this offer: A member pays in $10 a 
month, and after the tenth payment be- 
comes eligible to receive an advance of 
$1,000.

The United States Steel 
company has had its agents in every 
country of the west.coast, and for some 
t.me its own ships have been going from 
New York to these ports by the way of 
the Strait of Magellan. They wil! now 
go by the Panama canai, and their re- 
turn freighte will be such goods as have 
hitherto been carried by the steamers of 
Germany, France, and Great Britain The 
United States Steel company already 
sells more than half of all the steel usea 
in Chile, and it is rapidly absorbing that 
class of business throughout South Amer- 
ica A large part of the building now go- 
ing on is in steel, and the new railroads, 
in course of construction, will now be de- 
pendent upon us rather than Europe for 
their rails and other materials 

The Bethlehem Steel company is in 
splendid shape to do an enormous busi- 
ness with the west coast of South Amer- 
ico. At ‘ge time the European war broke 
out it had almost completed a uozen arge 
steamers which were to be employed in 
carrying the iron ore from its mines near 
Coquimbo, Chile, to the Bethiehem steel 
works.

ments promptly. Evidently the finances 
of this group will exactly represent the 
entire organization, whatever its size. If 
the society takes in 100 new members 
every month, it will simply be 100 times as 
large as thw supposed group. Increases 
and decreases in membership will balance 
each other in time. 

The group will, by definition, have 142 
members. One person joins every month 
and pays in $10. At the same time the 
man who joined the month before pays 
his second $10, the man who joined nine 
months ago pays his tenth $10 and re- 
ceives his advance of $1,000. At the same 
time the man who got his loan a month 
ago pays back $7. In any given month 
the financial staté of the society will be 
exactly the same. It will receive $1,000 
and it will lend $1,000. Ten persons will 
be creditors of the society in sums of $10 
to $100 each, their total advances to the 
treasury being at all times $550. At all 
times 132 persons will be owing the socie- 
ty various suma, from 3900 down to 88 
each, the total being $56,410 On this 
$58,410 the treasury draws 8 per cent in- 
terest while on the $550 it pays none. 

In other words, to keep this group on a 
working basis it must have from some 
source $58,410 leas $550, or $67,860, as per- 
manent capital There is no explanation 
In the literature where this sum comes 
from. Evidently it cannot be from grad- 
ual accumulation of 8 per cent interest, 
for that ean hardly pay the expense of 
administration. 3

More Light Breaking. 

The following was wired from New 
York: 

A prominent banker in Wall street 
expressed the opinion today that the steps 
taken by the various committees that 
have been formed to supervise the trad- 


ing situation would do much to afford” 


relief to financial conditions generally. 

“The fact that trading may now be 
done in stocks and bonds not listed on the 
exchange at prices a few points below 
the July 31 closing, when approved by 
the committees, makes it possible for 
issues to seek the new level basis that 
must be expected when full resumption 
of trading takes place. In other words, 
in many instances there will bean easing 
off in prices which will not be as notice- 
able as might be looked for in case the 
ban was not removed until hostilities 
were over in Burope. 

It is believed that, after the trading 
mediums that have now been made pos- 
sible have been tried out fora short time, 
efforts will be made to reéstablish trad- 
ing on the New York stock exchange 
The suggestion is made that at the outset 
restrictions will be imposed to prevent 
a wholesale slaughtering of prices.“ 


Aurora-Elgin Passes Dividend. 


The Aurora, Plain and Chicago railroad com- 
pany directors have decided to omit the quar- 
terly dividend of three-fourths of i per cent on

Whatever may be the cause of the 
slump. Demaree, although he has won 
nearly half his games this season, 
is following to a certain extent in the 
footsteps of some other celebrated hurl- 
ers who burned up the league their first 
season only to suffer a setback in their 
second, and a return to their original 
form in subsequent years. Demaree 
hopes that will be his case, for he says 
he feels no differently than last year when 
he won thirteen and lost four games, and 
ranked fourth in the league on the new 
system of ranking by effectiveness, op- 
ponents earning an average of only 221 
runs per game of his delivery. 

Demaree’s slump is attributed in part 
to worry over the condition of his brother 
Baton; an architect in Chicago, who died 
on Sept. 5, after a long illness. In his last 
six outs Demaree has shown returning 
form, winning three games, pitching a 1 
to 1 eleven inning tie, and losing twice by 
scores of 2 to 1 behind the light hitting of 
his teammates.

Albert Wentworth Demaree was born 
on Sept. 8, 1886, at Quincy, III., also the 
birthplace of Arthur Fromme, his team- 
mate on the Giants. When Al was 6 
years old his parents moved to Chicago, 
where the family still lives, his father be- 
ing a compositor with the Western News- 
paper Union. Young Demaree attended 
the John Prickson grammar school on 
the west side of Chicago and later the 
Grant school in Cicero, from which he 
was graduated when 14 years old. He 
attended the Clyde High school for two 
years, where he pitched on the 
nine. 

When 16 years old Demaree went to 
work as an apprentice for the Chicago 
Engraving company, but the apprentice’s 
salary of nothing a week did not ap- 
peal to him, so he accepted a position at 
$3 per with M O. Cross, theatrical print- 
ers, as a commercial artist. He worked 
up to $5 a week in a year and then ac- 
cepted a job with the Carnahan Engrav- 
ing company at $12 a week. Meantime he 
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was attending night classes at the Art 
institute and also took » course at the 
Holmes and Carl Wernz art schools.

So far as his baseball career is con- 
cerned Demaree is a product of the Chi- 


cago prairies His liking for baseball ¢ 


caused him in when 17 years old, 
to become the pitcher and manager of a 
nine called the Richelieus, which played 
games at Lawndale and Palmer avenues. 
These games were money affairs for 
a side bet, generally $1 per player. Ip 
his last game for the Richelieus Al struck 
out twenty-fivo batters, but lost the game 
and his $1 side bet through holes in his 
support. Then he resigned as pitcher and 
manager. 

Demaree’s next step toward fame was 
for the Kid Hermans, with which he re- 
ceived the stupendous salary of $1.50 per 
game with the hazard of a side bet op- 
tional. In 1904 he was graduated to the 
Glen Ellyns, which paid $2.50 a game and 
expenses to their sterling slabman. He 
started the season of 1905 with Glen El- 
lyn, then switched to the West Chicago 
under the allurement of % per game. He 
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mobbed at the gate and chased to their 
hotel. Demeree was kicked in the ab- 
tomen and was being roughly handled

finished the season with the Logan 
Squares, owned by Jimmy Callahan, pres- 
ent manager of the Chicago White Sox. 
Semi-pro ball was then at its height in 
Chicago and Demaree received $25 a 
game and $5 for sitting on the bench as 


Newark Eastern league ciub, of whith 
George Stallings was manager. He was 
reserved for the New York Highland- 
ers in 1908, but was sent for seasoning 
to Lawrence, Mass., where Mal Eason, 
present National league umpire, was 
manager. He pitched one game, his arm 
became lame and be was sold to Savan- 
nah of the South Atlantic league, where 
he won eighteen and lost eleven games on 
a team which finished below the .500 
mark. 
— 

The season wis divided into two parts, 
of which Chattanooga won the first and 
Augusta the second. Both clubs sought 
to buy Al’s release, but he secured it 
himself for $600 and signed with Chat- 
tanooga for the post-season series in 
which he worked three gumes in four 
days, winning by scores of 8-1, 4-1, 2-1, 
Chattanooga won the series four games 
to one, but the importation of Demaree 
caused bitter feeling. 

The last game, which Demaree won, 2 
to 1, was played in Augusta. Following 
the contest the Chattanooga players were 


in front of him until Demaree, against 
whom the wrath principally was directed, 
could make his getaway. The Chatta- 
nooga players left their hotel by means 
of the fire escape to a waiting patrol 
wagon which conveyed them to the rall- 
road station. 

Demaree was drafted by Atlanta that 
fall, but refused to report because of sal- 
ary d.fferences anc was returned to Chat- 
tapooga fcr 1910 at the waiver price. He 
won thirteen and lost fifteen games. In 
1911 he was traded by Chattanooga to 
Mobile for Bili Chappelle, now of the 
Brookfeds He won thirteen and lost ten 
games. 

~~ 

In 1912 Demaree started off for Mobile 
with only one run scored against him in 
seventy-six innings in practice and early 
season games. He shut out the Philadel- 
phia Athletics, 2 to 0, striking out thir- 
teen; held Cleveland to a 1 to 1 teninning 
tie; pitched six innings against the Chi- 
cago Cubs without allowing a hit; and 
pitched a thirteen inning 0 to 0 game 
against the New York Giants. He won 
twenty-four and lost ten games for the 
season, including one of twenty strike- 
outs. That fall he was sold to the New 
York Giants for $7,000 cash and several 
players. He pitched a 4to0 game against 
Boston on Sept. 26, which was the final 
game needed to clinch the pennant for 
New York. He also beat Brooklyn 4 to 3. 

Last season, the year of his great record, 
Demaree received a salary of $350 a month, 
so even the losing share of the players’ end 
of the world series coin exceeded his sal- 
ary of the season. He bats right handed, 
weighs 175 pounds, and stands & feet 11 
inches. 

Demaree was married in 1909 to Miss 
Alpha Windle, daughter of C. A. Windle, 
owner and editor of Braun's Iconoclast.

S covered rivers lying around Brazil for such a 
thing to happen. I know. I spent thirty 
months alone in the swamps and the jun zles and the for- 
ests of Brasil. 1 had a broken skull, cracked in three 
different places and healed by Indian surgery, and I had 
to roll in a horsehair blanket to keep. the snakes from 
getting me. 1 ate roots and grass and turtle eggs, and 
I took a chance of sudden death every time I ate, because

is deadly. poison.” 

I looked for the voice-and saw a big blond giant, with 
the face of a boy and the staring eyes of one who has 
spent his life in the wide spaces. There was intelligence 
in the forehead, kindness in the eyes, grimness about the 
mouth, and firmness of will etched at the chin.

HERE are any number of mothers who, looking at the hair of daugh- 

ters just entering womanhood, regretfully sigh over the fact that 

they did not take proper care of the cnild’s scalp at an early age. 

A mother has many responsibilit'es which her daughter in turn as- 

sumes as the world lives on, and the care of the child’s hair is not 

tne lightest of them. Early and proper treatment of the child's 
scalp will bring happy returns to both mother and daughter in after years in the 
form of beautiful tresses, luxuriant and healthy. 

Most mothers give their children's hair the weekly washing, but this alone does 
not constitute proper care. The correct manner of washing the hair is of great 
importance, and it is equally essential that the scalp be massaged, so that a healthy 
circulation of blood will be stimulated in the small veins of the scalp. With a 
little patience any mother can care for a child’s hair as well as the professional 
hairdresser. 

The night before the shampoo olive oil should be applied to the scalp and 
gently rubbed in at the roots of the hair. It serves as a scalp food and prepares 
the hair for tae work of the soap and water. Before the shampoo the hair should 
be thoroughly wet and then the shampoo should be performed, firmly but not so 
vigorously as to bruise or irritate the scalp. Be careful that the finger nails do not 
scratch the scalp. 

The following formula for soap jelly, you will see, is simple. However, it is 
an effective shampoo: Shave a small cake of best white castile soap into a pint of 
boiling water and let stand until thick, then add a teaspoonful of glycerin. The 
glycerin is softening and healing to tne scalp. The hair must be wet enough so the 
„jelly will adhere; then by rubbing until a thick lather forms the whole head and 
scalp will be thoroughly cleansed before using the abundance of warm water al- 
ways necessary for rinsing. After a careful rinsing with the warm water, con- 
tinue with water which is gradually cooled until quite cold. 

After the hair is rinsed and dried the scalp should be massaged with the four 
fingers and the thumb, beginning at the crown and working the fingers in rotary 
motion. This will have a beneficial] effect upon the circulation of tne blood at the 
roots of the hair. The hair should then be brushed with a soft brush, the greatest 
of care being maintained at all times not to irritate the scalp. If the child's hair 
is falling out or there is dandruff a physician should be consulted.

In such cases a seamstress must be put in 
the luxury class. 

For the busy mother, the woman who's 
self-supporting, or the woman whc is 
slow, consequently always in a drag, Pe 
| seamatress is often the greatest econumy 
she can practice. 

Thrift is not to be reckoned only in éol- 
lars. If by doing all your own and your 
family stewing you are deteriorating 
mentally and letting your nerves go toa 
“ frazzie’’; if you have no time to read, 
to exercise, even to be agreeab‘e to yur 
dear ones, the money spent each month 
on a seamstress is well expended. 

If you do your sewing after office hours, 
when you should be relaxing, no matter 
bow accomplished you are as a needle- 
woman, it will pay you to have a seam 
stress. Even though you may buy )our 
clothes ready made, there are still times 
'when the seamstress is invaluable to 
the busy worker. 
| But “that depends applies equally to 
the seamstress. There is every kind of 
sewer. and not every dressmaker’ who 
| charges a big price to sew out by the coy 
is worth the money paid her. There is 
but one plan in engaging a seamstress 
Make inquiries as far as you can, then 
make no definite engagement untilaftera 
days work has been done 

People vary as much in their require- 
ments of a seamstress as they do fora 
cook. A days work will tell you whether 
the woman engaged wil meet your needs. 

Then, too, your own special needs must 
come into the problem. It is folly to en- 
gage a high priced dressmaker when you 
want simple work done, such as accuniu- 
lates in every household. I know one 
mother of a large family who is as young 
and fresh as her grown daughters in 
looks and spirits. How do you doit?’ 
| asked one day. Just the sewing alone 
‘for a family like yours must be tremen- 
dous.” I'll never forget her reply. 

„My dear, she said, when my chil- 
dren were babies I realized I helt ress 


between being their mother or their Vress- 
maker. It seemed to me my talent for 
motherhood was greater, so I economized 
in the quantity and the quality of my own 
dressing and had a seamstress come in 
one day each week. I have kept up the 
practice ever since, and the $5 or $f a 
month it has cost me is the best invest- 
ment I ever made.“ 

If more women would follow this prac- 
tice there would be more happy homes. 
Stint somewhere else and get help in 
your mending and plain sewing. Such

If this 
principle is carried out in modern fur- 
nishing the home will have not only 
beauty but genuine comfort, a quality 
that is lacking in most earlier period fur- 
nishing. 

If the selection that you have on hand 
has been made at random, the best thing 
to do, to use a technical phrase, is to” as- 
semble the pieces, that is, to put all 
of the oak pieces in one room, the ma- 
bogany in another, etc. 

Rearrangement is a much more knotty 
problem than first purchasing. It is an 
easy matter to furnish a home harmont- 
ously, at a great or a small price, if all 
of the furnishings are bought at thesame 
time and with a view to their being re- 
tained as a nucleus to further purchas- 
ings. Things that are bought with an 
idea that they will do temporarily be- 
come the bane of the owner later. 

In this day of many moves it is a good 
plan to decide on one sort of wood for 
the framework of the furniture in all 
rooms. Then it will be found on moving 
into another apartment all can be chringed 
about to advantage. Fer instance, if you 
have a mahogany sideboard it might pos- 
sibly be pressed into service as a dresser, 
with a mahogany bedroom set in the 
spate room of a larger apartment where 
the sideboard fs built in. Never try to 
furnish in wood to match the woodwork 
of your apartment. In the next epar- 

ment into which you move the woodwork 
will be different. Have your furniture all 
alike and try if possible to make your 
landiord stain the woodwork to corre- 
spond with what you have. 

Many an mexperienced housewife has 
heid herself enslaved to the discomforts 
of an undesirable apartment because 
when she leased it she had gone to the

expense of buying an antique oak dining 
room set to match the built in sideboard 

and beams of the dining room. and she 

now cannot find another apartment with 

just that sort of trim. Mahogany is a 
wise selection, and the best wearing type 

is the cobonial—fragkly not antique, but 

modern copies of good old colonial mod- 
els that are admired because of the eim- 

ple beauty of their lines. 

If you want to improve your home and 
cannot afford to buy desirable new 
things, why, get ru of the undesirable 
old ones. This paradoxical advice is 
given on the principle that overturnishing 
is woree than undesturnishing. An un- 
derfurnished room gives an agreeable 
sense of dignity, space, and order, while 
an overfurnished room is oppressive with 
its feeling of confusion and clutter. Weed 
out all of the pieces that are not really 
good and the place will be more improved 
than if really good pieces had been added 
to the existing mélée. f 

Elimination is not always necessary. 
If the furniture is all good but ill as- 
sorte , harmony may be established in 
severtl ways. In a home where I was 

recentiy called upom to advise as to the 
redecoration, there was not a lack of 
furnituse and all of it was good. What 
it needed woefully was assembling, and 
after this was done and some of the 
furniture had been modified to meet with 
present day requirements, the rooms 
were quite presentable. But so much had 
been set aside in the assembling process 
that a regular job lot” of furniture 
was left on hand. One room still re- 
mained to be furnished—the guests’ room 
at thet. 

This is the miscellaneous collection of 
pieces that was left with which to do it: 
An oak chiffonier, a mahogany desk, a 


mission oak table, a white ena mel dresser, 
a square posted white iron bed and three 
different kinds of chairs. The woodwork 
in the room was Mississipi pine and the 
tiling on the mantel was light yellow. 


More Rest— 
Get the Best. 


Doesn't that seem like a hopeless assort- 
ment? 

Well, when the room was finished it was 
lovely. The side walls were tinted a 
delicate shade of oyster gray. All of the 
floor that showed around the edges of 


the large rug was painted the same | 


color in a deeper tone. Then the job 
lot of furniture was brought into perfect 
unison by being painted biue—not a 
crude raw blue, but a rather light blue 
with a little black and a little yellow 
mixed with it, making it a neutral tur- 
quoise. A large rug in a slightly duller, 
darker shade of blue, covered the floor. 
Touches of turquoise were seen every- 
wherein the blue linen window drapery, 
over the white sash curtains, on the 
dining of the transparent dresser cover 
and pin cushion, ete. The shirt waist 
box was covered with turquoise and 
goldem brown cretonne, and the same 
cretonne was-used in the cushions and 
covers of the blue painted) chairs. 

The windows were small and square, 
and on the window sills was a straight 
row of scariet geraniums. This little 
flash of scarlet was not put there at 
random. It was absolutely necessary to 
the decorative finish of that room. If it 
could not Have been attained in flowers, 
then should have been supplied in 
some other material. Several scariet 
covered books could have been placed 
conspicuously in the room, for example. 
What guaranteed harmony in this room 
was that every color that was used init 
was delicately tinged with yellow. 

There are but three real colors—red, 
yellow, and blue—and the first principle 
in the grammar of ornament is that no 
color scheme is complete without the in- 
troduction of all three colors. No com- 
position can ever be perfect in which any 
one of the three primary colors is want- 
ing, either in its natural state or in com- 
bination. Thus our bive and yellow room 
would have been flat and insipid had not 
the geraniums, books, or other small ob- 


jects, given life to the whole thing. 
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sistance in your blouses, underwear, ani 
utility frock for every season. If you are 
the head, there is a surprising amount of 
work to be turned out even with the dress 

maker who charges but $1 or $1.25 a day. 

How to get the best work of a dress- 
maker requires much planning. I shall 
first tell some methods for the weekly 
seamstress, whether engaged by a mother 
with a big family or by the self-suppor:- 
ing woman 

Have a regular day each week. pr-fer- 
ably the day after ironing is finished 
Direct that every piece that needs atter- 
tion is sorted, put in one heap, and placed 
in the sewing room. This does away with 
any delays the next morning before you 
are ready to sew. 

Plan to stay at home at least part of 
that day. If youarea worker, the night 
before lay out everything you wat 
mended, dresses to be freshened—even 
spots cleaned off—and leave written in- 
structions for anything extra to be done. 
Often in the hurry of an early start to 
— these directions will be forgot- 
en. 

Usually the woman alone will need but 
a few hours each week, and can arrange 
with a number of her friends to engage 
the seamstress by the day. She should, 
in the first place, have carefully fitted 
patterns for underwear or shirtwaist and 
blouses, thus eliminating fitting and en- 
abling the seamstress to get far ahead in 
her work. Often one can have an ettra 
hour or two in the evening, when final 
fittings and hanging of skirt can be done. 

Such a regular engagement will make 
more possible dressing on ready made 
clothes, as the alterations can be done at 
home for much less cost. 

A mother will get far more work done 
if she sews with her seamstress at least 
part of the day. She can do the pesky 
little finishings that take so much time, 
may cut out, if. her seamstress is not 
especially skilled, and always is an la- 
centive to extra work on the part of tine 
dressmaker. Perhaps she can do some 
of the machine work when the sedmstress 
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ia tired, or in other ways codéperate wita 
he for greater efficiency. 

When the seamstress is engaged just at 
Stated seasons to help with winter, spring 
or fall sewing, especial system is needed 
on the patron's part. To get the best 
results, plan to work with your dreas- 
maker during her entire engagement, and 
even make ready for her in the evenings 

Naturally you will be worn out at the 
end, but not half so tired as if the same 
amount of sewing drags along for 
weeks. 

For this class of work get a higher 
priced dressmaker—if she is more skilled 
in cutting and draping, which does not al- 
ways foliow—and do not waste her time 
on trifles that a cheaper seamstress can 
do. Perhaps you may pay $2 or $3 a day, 
but with your help a surprising amount 
of work can be turned out in a week. 

Just here a word on the swift sewer. 
Remember speed is not everything. Cut 
and style and finish count more than turn- 
ing out large quantities of indifferent 
clothes. Of course you do not want a 
“ potterer,” but do not get irritated if 
you fail to accomplish as much ag you ex- 
pect. Happily for the seamstress, the em- 
ployer who sews herself is more under- 
standing than one who has never even 
made au apron and demands impossibili- 
ties. 

If you can procure for your sewing room 
an old chest of drawers or cabinet and an 
old dining room extension table, you will 
have much comfort. In any case, have a 
shelf or drawer devoted especially to sew- 
ing equipments. Keep it well stocked with 
thread, darning cotton, needles, pina, 
hooks and eyes, collar boning, patent fas- 
teners, seam binding, and lining ma- 
terlals—white and black. Have also 
various colored chalks, a tracing 
wheel, a hem gauge, basting cotton, belt- 
ing or girdle forms, a box of silk for fac- 
ing—black and white silk kept for this 
purpose is especially useful—and a box or 
bag of patches of every dress you are atill 
wearing. 


Systematic pattern keeping is a big time 
saver. Go over your pattern box fre- 
quently and discard any you will no longer 
need. Have the patterns for each mem- 
ber of the family grouped under one elas- 
tic and plainly marked. Often a tag 
pasted at the top of the envelope of each 
pattern saves much handling. Have 
printed on it the kind of pattern and the 
name of the owner. 


If your dressmaker does not bring her 
oon pattern, buy your own for each gar- 
ment to be made before she comes. If she 
likes to work with a special make, humor 
her if you can possibly find any style you 
like. Nothing wastes time like experi- 
menting. As a rule, the experienced 
dressmaker prefers to do her oon cutting: 
if not, have it all done before she arrives, 
or at least enough for the first day. 


Have your materials sponged, and if you 
know how your dress is to be made it ts 
easy to have the trimmings also on hand: 
at least have sewing silk and lining. Itis 
always possible to exchange odd spools 
th... have not been opened. 

The first sewing day have a frank talk 
with your seamstress. Tell her just what 
you hope to accomplish, and learn from 
her any extra frills or trimmings that will 

be needed for all the garments. Thisdoes 
away with all but one trip to the stores 


In working with your seamstress re- 
member that helter skeiter help is useless. 
Do the parts of sewing you both do best. 
For instance, if there is much machine 
work to be done, you can get ready the 
work for the next stitching; can gather, 
buttonhole, overcast, baste, sew on hooks 
and eyes, hem by hand, all those tedious 
parts that are time eaters 

I find it a good plan when two are work- 
ing to get three or four garments started 
at once. This sometimes makes the seam- 
stress nervous, but otherwise there may 
not be enough to keep both busy. There 
should be no sense of pressure if the em- 
ployer is not fussy. Working under strain, 
at top speed, loses out in the end.

I do 
not know the whys or whereforcs; I just 
know that I have learned every letter and

make it eo that I cannot understemd any- 
thing. I cam read the lips better if the 
person speaking to me does not know 
taht I am deaf. I hope my deaf friends 
will never use a trumpet, for there is 
little satisfaction in one when in a few 
months you can learn Up reading and be 
independent of any appliance.

How to Make Corn Portieres. 


“TIT am coming in response to your 
query about the making of corn portieres 
sent in a while ago by Mrs. J. B. 
I have made them for sale for some time, 
as I ame cripple and turn many an hon- 
est penny with my hands. When | did 
the work I was on a farm where I could 
get different colors of corn. My most 
satisfactory ones were made in the fol- 
lowing way: The corn was shelied and 
put into cold water and soaked until soft 
enough to string. then strung on stout 
linen thread and made the shape 1 
wished the portiere to be.

Yet among 
as about the only uses made of the vege- 
table ig to slice it fresh or to preserve it 
by pickling. We might do better. In the 
bulletin in question will be found recipes 
for dill pickles and for salting cucumbers 
on a large scale. 

Cucumbers will keep much longer ina 
tool place than is generally realized. At 
any rate they wil! keep for three months 
in a refrigerators, even if the temperature 
* not kept as uniform as it might be, and 
ta good cold storage they will undoubtedly 
keep for many months. They are some- 
times freshened by putting them in a 
pitcher of water with stem end down, 
zovered with a cheese cloth if they are 
to stand for any time. As standing water 
soon grows stagnant, this is nota method 
to recommend for keeping them, even for 
twenty-four hours. They can always be 
freshened and cooled under running 
water. 

Cooked cucumber is too little known 
among us, particularly at this season, 
when cucumbers are abundant and often 
inexpensive. ‘here seems to be a preju- 
tice against it that is not altogether rea- 
sonable, especially among those who con- 
Alder vegetable marrow, which it much 
*-esembles when cooked, adelicacy. Prob- 
ably, too, fit is more digestible thus than | 
in any ce way it is ever used, which is | 
not saying much. 

Cooked cucumber keeps its character- | 
istic favor, and may be made deliciously | 
yavory. It may be prepared in any of | 
the ways vegetable marrow is, and in | 
tome ways of its own. In France the 
cucumber is far more often cooked than | 
not, and variously flavored and served. | 

Cooked Cucumbers. 

Peel the cucumbers carefully, removing 
but a thin shaving, cut in quarters, anc 
then cut these pieces in half or dice them, 
removing the seeds. Cook for fifteen to 
iwenty minutes in boiling salted water, to 
which has been added an onion or some 
celery, or both, or some other vegetable 
flavor. If they are to be canned they 
should not be cooked more than fifteen 

minutes. Serve with butter or cook them 
tor a little in meat stock. The French 
commonly cook them in meat stock, 
which ts thus reduced until quite brown 
and the cucumbers deliciously flavored, . 
other vegetables being added for this pur- 
pore.

Cooked Cucumber Salad. 
Cucumber cookea as in the above recipe 
and well seasoned makes an excellent 
salad when cold, if seryed with a French 


dressing. Canned cooked tomatoes put 


into thoroughly sterilized cans. and late» 
sterilized in can if receseary can be heated 
up and used as a vegetable or taken from 
the can and used as salad. The steriliza- 
tion is the thing, the salted water in 
which the cucumbers are boiled, a tea- 
ppoon of salt to a quart of water or two 
if preferred can be used.

Scrape the outside off celery roots and dry 
them; grate the dried roots, mix their 
powder with one-fourth its quantity of 
salt, and it will be ready to use upon the 
table. 


Onion and Cucumber Pickle. 

Probably no one in the world owes any- 
thing of health to vinegar, and some un- 
doubtedly owe a good deal of debility to 
indulgence in pickles, yet people do want 
them, and frequently ask for impossibie 
recipes for sliced cucumber preserved 80 
as to retain its fresh flavor. Salt and 
vinegar are the essentials in preserving 
all such things, while the addition of some 
pieces of horseradish root make the keep- 
ing qualities the more certain, it is be- 
lieved. Oll is sometimes added and both 
vinegar and oll are quite commonly put 
on cold when the cucumbers are sliced. 
Here is an ancient recipe: Pare and slice 
one-half peck of cucumbere with one-half 
peck of onions, sprinkle layers of the twe 
with salt and let stand over night. Wash 
off galt the next morning and pack in 
stone jare in layers, sprinkling over each 
layer of cucumber and onion a little white 
pepper, mustard seed, and powdered cin- 
namon. When the jar is full pour over 
it a mixture of half a gallon of vinegar, 
one pint of port wine, and one cup of olive 
oil. Stir from the bottom every mornin- 
for two weeks. 


Sweet Cucumber. 

Peel full grown cucumbers—yellow ones 
will do. Halve them down the middle, 
scoop out the seeds, cut them into any 
fanciful pieces, cover with good vinegar, 
and let them stand twenty-four hours: 
then pour off the vinegar and to three 
pints of this put half a pound of sugar 
(brown is generally preferred), a quarter 
of an ounce-of stick cinnamon, a dram 
of cloves, half a dram of grated nutmeg 
(call it a small portion if you choose), and 
an ounce of whole ginger. Boil the pickle 
ten minutes. Lay in the cucumbers,.give 
them one boil up, and take them out before 


they soften in the least. Lay them in 
jars and pour the pickle hot over them. 
In a week or two boil the vinegar over 
again and pour it, avhen cold, over the 
cucumbers.—Germar recipe.

AT THE. PALAGE MUSIC HALL. 


A Pending Change in 
Theatrical Journalism. 
By Percy Hammond. 


HE Messrs. Shubert have inaugurated a campaign 
against dramatic critics and have called upon the 
publishers of the New York newspapers to abolish 
unfavorable reports of theatrical productions. In 

their journal, the New York Review, they charge that 
the prosperity of the drama is imperiled by the printed 
opinions of the critics, and, also, the prosperity of the 
newspapers themselves from the loss of advertising rev- 
enue. 

They promise the publishers that many plays, if not 
molested by the reviewers, will become successes, “ and, 
therefore, their advertisements in the newspapers will 
bring additional receipts to the coffers of the latter.” 
Mr. Hearst, they say, has adopted with success this plan 
of kindly reviewing. “The policy hag proved extremely 
remunerative both to Mr. Hearst ang the producers of 
plays,” they say, “and the material returns which the 
Hearst publications have enjoyed under the new order of 
things is known to appeal strongly to the owners of ser- 
eral other daily papers.” 

The Shubert ultimatum is timely for several besides 
pecuniary reasons. One which comes to mind at this 
moment is that the theater as a subject of criticism has 
almost ceased to exist. The few exceptions, which, by 
their manner and matter, might suggest serious comment, 
may be disregarded, or considered cautiously and leisurely 
in books by Brander Matthews or upon the editorial page. 
The fact that there is go little material for solemn criti- 
cism is, no doubt, due to the newspaper writers—though 
authors, producers, actors, and eudiences are not alto- 
gether blameless in the matter. But give the drama an 
armistice for a comfortable period unharried by reviewers 
(New York), and it may resume its erstwhile health, peace. 
and competence. Then they ean return to vex it again 
until another revolt by the managers relieves it of distress. 

There is another reason for a change in the prevailing, 
relations of newspapers to theaters. That is the exag- 
gerated idea of publishers concerning the importance to 
their readers of theatrical news and views. If there 
ever was a moribund, worn out, tottering institution, that 
thing is the theater at the present time. very expert from 
New York who visits this sanctum recites pitia ble tales of 
the loss of public interest in all branches of theatrical en- 
tertainment excepting variety and motion pictures. The 
Union Loop, they say, is the garden spot In a desert of 
disasters, reaching from coast to coast. They tell of re- 
ceipts that are incredibly small, even ta minor centers 
where there are no critics. 

In spite of these admitted conditions newspapers con- 
tinue to devote columns to the announcement of mana- 


terial enterprises, to the plans of actors, to stories of and 
interviews with the people of the theater, and to criticism 


of plays. Tradition and nothing else inspires this absurd 
attention to an almost obsolete institution. Of course, 
it will not be long until there is a change. It is already 
on the horizon. Instead of the pages of a few years 
ago columns are now given to the theater by wide awake 
newspapers; and the prediction is ventured that ‘ere long 
it will join chess and the resin market in importance

BCADES have made stupendous 

differences in the lineups of the 

mations now engaged in the pan- 
: European imbroglio. 
 Brery one of the nations now fight- 
fg has at one time or other been allied 
‘with a nation, which it now considers 
fig enemy, to fight against another na- 
tien with which it is now allied. Eng- 
land and France, members of the triple 
mente, have been allied against each 
other no less than nine times. Engiand, 
with other powers, has fought against 
Russia on two occasions. England has 
effected six alliances with Austria and 
seven with Germany. France has had 
three Alliances with Germany and two 
with Austria. 

The same powers engaged in bitter hos- 
tilities at one period have found it to 
their advantage to place themselves in 

‘an attitude of apparent friendship by 
‘Weaties, alliances, and leagues at an- 


der period. France and England were

| How One Man May Destroy a Navy. | 


i London a Lively War Capital. > 


NE man will be able to destroy an 
attacking force made up of the 
combined navies of the world. 
Alone on a hil) he will be able to 
protect any coast city from bombard- 
ment, no matter how great a na val force 
ig assembled, if the invention of Sig. 
Ulivi, an Ttallan scientist, is able to per- 
form the feat he claims for it. 
His plan is simple; he hopes to explode 
the powder magazines of the attacking 
ships by means of wireless waves. The 
ships will be blown up from within. 
They will carry to the defending country 
the means of their own destruction. 
How far bas he progressed with his 
plan? Has he passed the dream stage? 
Is there any indication that the invention 
will work? These are the first questions 


that occur, for many times in the past 
it bas been reported that some marvelous 
invention was to end war or to make It so 
horribly destructive that no one would 
start the conflagration. 

Since his public demonstration of the 
actual working of his invention, rumor 
bas been busy denying the value of Sig. 
Ulivt'’s device, but so important have the 
authorities and scientists of Italy con- 
sidered it that they have been in a state 
of excitement since the night when the 
Italian exploded four bombs in the har- 
bur of Florence while he sat perched on 
a hill ten miles in the interior. 

The test convinced the crowd gathered 
to ‘watch it, and apparently the naval 
Officials whe were in charge of it. As 
previously agreed, Ulivi was to explode 
these bombs at intervals of fifteen min- 
utes, and, the bombs having been num- 
Bered, they were te be exploded in the 
foliewing order: First, No. 4: then No. 
1; then No. 8; arid, finally, No. 2. The 
firet three were exploded in order and on 
time, but the fourth did not blow up until 
twenty minutes had expired. 

At 9 o‘olock that night Admiral For- 
nari, followd by four sailors, descended 
the stone steps of the Barriere San Nic- 
cole in Florence. The sailors each car- 
ried a bomb. They got tnto a boat and 
pushed out from shore, watched closely 
by an immense crowd that lined the 
shores. Just below the iron bridge the 
bombs were thrown overboard and start- 
ed bobbing down the river. Ulivi, ten 
miles away in the darkness, had no way 
of knowing where they went. 

The boat returned to shore, where the 
admiral joined Col, Torretta and a num- 
ber of other government officials. Then 
a flight of rockets lighted the sky, signal- 
Ing to Ulivi on Monte Senario that tRe 
bombs had been launched. 

These bombs were constructed as fol- 
lows: Within a rubber bag was the ex- 
plosive; the bag was placed in a porce- 


jar was wrapped in asbestos and asbestos | 


cloth, and the whole was sealed with pitch 
in a shell of forged iron, an air chamber 
being left at one end so that the bomb 
would float. When thrown from the boat 
the bombs sank, but came to the surface, 
and with one-third above water they 
drifted down the river. By the time the 
third bomb had exploded—number three 
i: had floated quite a distance down the 
stream. Number two, the last to be 
blown up, was carried into the swirling 
waters of the dam and beyond, but at last 
was set off near the Ponte alle Grazie. 

The director of these wireless waves 
that penetrated all the wrappings of these 
bombs and caused their explosion, Guido 
Ulivi, was surrounded by another group 
of government officials on the summit of 
a mountain ten miles to the northeast of 
the city. 

Ulivi’s device accomplishes some ex- 
traordinary feats in the way u passes 
from one point te the other. Wireless 
waves radiate in straight lines in every 
direction from the point whence they are 
emitted. When they encounter an ob- 
sacle they either are absorbd by it, are 
reflected back, or pass throug? ft. A 
straight line from the summit of Monte 
Senario to the polm where the bombs 
were exploded would pase througt a num- 
ber of hills in the intervening space and 
through the buildings of the city. In 
spite of this Ulivi's “ F rays,” as hecalls 
them, found their mark and eet off the 
bomba, 


Ulivi uses, a sort of scouting electric 
wave to — the presence of amy mass 
of metal in the neighborhood. With a 
receiver on his head this wireless wave 
unds the metal and the inventor is able to 
calculate the distance amd to discover the 
kind of metal. Then he takes aim with 
hig exploding force, and so far has he | 
progressed that he is able to cause these 
waves to penetrate the metal mass and set 
off any explosive containd within it. 

Armed with this apparatus, therefore, 
men stationed along the strategic points 
of a seacoast could explode the magazines 
of warships when they were far out at 
sea. The smallest nation, one that pos- 
sessed not a single ship of war, would be 
able te defend itself against the most 
powerful navies of the world.

HIGH CLASS MOVING PICTURE THEATERS « 
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O far at least there has been little 
indication that motorists have be- 
gun to lay up their caré for the 
winter, but when the fall winds 

begin to chill the air and motoring has 
been indulged in to a satiety, the upper 
floors of garages, barns, and other places 
will begin to fill with cars that are not to 


see service during the winter. 
There are many who practically lay up 


their cars, but if a stretch of nice weather 


happens along they like to beina position 
to take them out for a Sunday rice, if 
for nothing more. In this case it is well 
to take the precaution to protect the tires 
the simple work of inflating the tubes. 
and still have the car ready for use with 
Uniess the cars are in constant service 
it is not wise to permit them to stand on 
the tires, for this destroys the fabric and 
flattens the tread, with the effect of pro- 
ducing flat wheels. 

Where the car is to be used, say once 
a week, or less frequently, as the case 
may be, tt should be jacked up so the 
tires are off the floor. Four cheap, home 
made sawhorses may be used for this 
purpose and then the tires will be amply 
protected. But in using the sawhorses 
do not make the mistake of putting them 
under the hubs, for in this way the weight 
of the car will be on the threads of the 
hub caps and the bearings. The saw- 
horses should be placed squarely under 
the axles and in such a manner that the 
brake rods will not be touched and so 
there will be no weight on the rods. 

Asa further precaution and a means of 
conserving the life of the tires, defiate a 
little—say to thirty or forty pounds’ 
pressure—so all strain is removed from 
the tires and still there will be sufficient 


pressure to maintain the shape of the 


ires and keep them frgm buckling. 

Even before taking care of a car in 
this manner, after a summer’s use, the 
tires should, as a matter of fact, be re- 
moved entirely to be cleaned of grit and 
dirt and to have the rims sandpapered 
free from all rust. Then the rims should 
be treated with a coating of metal paint 
or at least graphite to keep off the rust. 
When the tires are replaced they will re- 
main in good shape all winter and the 
rims will be protected to a large extent 
from the encroachment of water and 
rust as a consequence. 


Where the car Is to be actually put out 
of commission for the entire winter it will 
be a good plan to jack it up, as before sug- 
gested, and to remove the tires entirely. 
They should, of course, be carefully 
cleaned, cuts should be vulcanized, and 
then they should be kept ina cool—though 
not cold—and dark place until ready for 
use in the spring. The tubes should be 
inflated just enough to retain their nat- 
ural shape, and these also should be in 
a dark and cool place, where they will be 
protected. Both the casings and tubes 
may be wrapped in paper, which will 
serve to keep them clean and at the same 
time will keep out the light.

It is 
not logical to suppose that the same oll 
and grease that suffices for summer use 
will do for the winter, for naturally ip 
warm weather heavier oll and greage are 
used, both of which will etiffen consider- 
ably in cold weather. It hee been known 
where stiff summer oll became so Hard 
as to clog the gears and cause them to 
snap when the motor was started. This 
might also apply to the grease in the 
tranemission or the differential At best, 
it would make gear shifting a difficult job, 
and, besides, the grease would not find its 
way to the parts that most need &. 

On this account the heavy ofiand grease 
should be removed and lighter qualfies 
substituted—grades that the maker or 
agent of the car will know by experience. 
This is aleo a good time to look over the 
adjustment of the bearings and other 
parts, and to clean out the motor, as well, 
by the use of liberal doses of kerosene 
oll in the cylinders, clutch, etc. All the 
oll left should, however, be thoroughly 
drained off before the new’'oill or grease is 
placed in its proper place; otherwise the 
kerosene will thin the lubricant, and if 
left in the crank case may cause trouble 
should it ignite. 

The steel parts of a car should be given 
an application of grease to protect them 
from rust, but they should be thoroughly 
cleaned and dried before applying the 
grease; otherwise the moisture under the 
grease will produce rust, which will keep 
on its deadly work notwithstanding the 
grease covering it.

OTOR trucks are strongly recom 
mended as a means of preventing 
the increasing cost of living in 


Chicage in a preliminary report 
issued by the Chicago municipal markets 
commission appointed by Mayor Harri 
Bon. 

After showing that the city consumer 
pays an average of $1.90 for produce that 
the farmer sells for $1, the coman!ssion 
states that it costes more to haul 100 
pounds of potatoes, fruit, or other farm 
products five miles from the docks to tne 
city consumer or the retall store than to 
ship them by boat from Michigan to Chi- 
cago, and it costs nearly half as much (50 
cents) to deliver a ton of coal from tho 
tailroad tracks to the consumer in the 
business district of the city as it costs to 
ship the coal 400 miles by rail (1.05) from 
southern IHinols to Chicago. 

It is estimated that in an area of less 
than two square miles in the heart of tre 
city 150,000 tons of freight are hauled 
daily. About 1,000 teams are engaged in 
hauling food products, exclusive of the 
delivery service of the retailers, and to 
make a profit for their owners single 
teams must earn about $86 a day and 
double teame §8. 

Team hauling is decidedly antiquated. 
wasteful, and inadequate,"’ observes the 
report. Because of the congestion ex- 
isting in the atreets of the central business 
district and the consequent inadequacy of 
the streets to afford free passage to ve 
hicles the average wagon or truck spends 
about one-third of its time actively haui- 
ing commodities and two-thirds ait- 
ing, loading, unloading, and in d 
traffic.”

HAT would Uncle Sam do if an 


unkind fate should suddenly 
plunge the United States into a 
war with either of the allied 
forces in the present European and Aai- 


atic strife? 

Naturally, to resist invasion, an army 
would have to be raised. Let us assume 
it to consist of 2,240,000 men; not all at 
once, of course, but eventually, when the 
invader was able to land his full avail- 
able strength on these shores. The mus- 
tering in, organizing, clothing, equipping. 
and training of this enormous force would 
be a tremendous undertaking; but cer- 
tainly not the least among the probiems 
to be solved would be that of transpor- 
tation. 

According to the present field service 
regulations of the United States army, a 
force of 2,240,000 men would require ap- 
proximately 87,248 wagons and ambu- 
lances. Most of these would have to be 
acquired after war was started, for 
there are only about 2,000 of them on 
hand now, including those in the hands 
of the regular army.

It is certain, of course, that an invading 
army would bring along ite own transport 
wagons, and in view of the wonderful mo- 
bility afforded by the motor truck in the 
present war in Europe, it tg practically 
a foregone conclusion that the invader’s 
transport wagons would be largely of the 
elf-propelled type.

What a place of joy the breakfast porch may prove, overlooking the embowered 
terrace; the vistas of paths and pool and lawns, flecked with shade and spatter of 
sunshine, all banked by the dense green wall of tree and shrubs that shuts in the 
garden plot! Would not one be tempted, on pleasant evenings, to dine here as 
well; or even in the fullness of noon, enjoy one’s cooling refreshments in the shady 
embrace of the bricked and stone-flowered retreat? 

The living room is of a shape most convenient for the varied purposes to which 
it is put; it is large enough for entertaining, and still not so large that a few peo- 
ple feel lost in it. It faces the southwest and has a window also at the north, so 
that there will be always thorough ventilation and plenty of light even late in the 
afternoon. Opening out from this room is a large square piazza, which is prac- 
tically an out-door living room, entirely separated from the balance of the house. 
It is a more or less leafy and sequestered nook where the family eannot be dis- 
turbed by guests or messengers, and can lounge away from the main street with 
a pleasant outlook both across the lawns and out upon the formal garden. 

The study is entered from the hall and has also communication through to the 
dining room, so that it can be used as a smoking room after dinner; but it is sep- 
arated from the living room, since a certain amount of withdrawment from the 
miscellaneous activities of a large household is desirable. This is especially nee- 
essary in the modern household, as the wail of the parents, so often heard in the 
land, is the plea for comfortable seclusion from the inevitable evening frolies or 
the callow entertainment of adolescence. 


HE dining room is on the garden side of the house with win- 
dows on the south and east, so that the cheerful morning sun 
may stream in and dance on the table silver and glassware. 
From the dining room and from the butler’s pantry opens a 
separate breakfast porch, also facing on the garden, where a 
table may be set and meals eaten out of doors in coveted 
privacy. 

Unfurnished and unadorned as it may be, the first step over 
the threshold will give you the feeling that you are home at 
last. This indescribable sensation that some houses call forth 
and others so distinctly do not, is almost certain proof of a 
livable dwelling. This residence owes its chief interior attrac- 
tion to its effect of space, light, opening vistas that give a hint 

of charms beyond, and the cleanly comfort and cheeriness of white wood-Work, 
with the dark polished floors. ee good housewife will instantly know and 
recognize here, the perfeet setting for her household gods. 

The spacious lobbies at the front and garden entrance are suggestive of old 
hallways, fragrant with huge jars of springtime blossoms and growing plants. 
The irregular layout of rooms and porches gives all the endearing effect of a 
rambling house. The closet room will bring joy to the feminine heart, and the 
bedrooms, two of which have fireplaces, are of comfortable liveable size. 

The most important things in any house plan are the relative locations and 
comparative sizes of the hall, liv- 
ing room, study and dining room. 
The dining room is 15x17 feet, 
which gives room for a table 
seating twelve persons or more 
—aceording to one’s ideas of 
comfortable crowding. The liv- 
ing room is 15 x 24 feet and the 
study 15x13 feet. These rela- 
tive sizes have been studied with 
a view to dividing the available 
space proportionately to the uses 
of the several rooms. Each of

The dining room is accessible from the hall, 
de not obviously thrown open to it, and is connected 


by a wide doorway with the living room, with its lat- 
tieed porch and big fireplace. 

The bedrooms are of excellent shape and command 
the best outlook. They are adequately supplied with 
closets and convenient bathrooms. There are no dark 


corners in this house of many windows. Ventilation, 


light, and airy space in all rooms is the first requisite. 

There is a large bedroom for the owner, with a pri- 
vate bathroom and a particularly large closet, beside 
which there are two other bedrooms with an extra 
bathréom conveniently located. It should be noted 
that all these rooms face the east and the rising sun. 
The casement windows at the south end of the owner’s 
room open to the floor, leading out onto the roof of 
the porch. The ceiling height on this floor is 8 feet in 
the clear. 

In the third floor, or attic, there is one servant’s 
room, besides which there will be ample room for the 
storage of trunks and the numerous and sundry articles 
so extraordinarily susceptible of accumulation in the 
average household. Or, at some future time another 
room and bath may here be finished at small cost. 

As there is a cellar under the entire house there will 
be ample room for the heater, coal bins, vegetable and 
store rooms. The entrance from the outside is at the 
garden, by the kitehen porch. 


HERE is a grave dignity about the 
exterior trim and finish that ought 
to attract you. An endless array 
of color schemes, all admirably 
suited, cannot fail to suggest them- 
selves. Could you not make a 

charming place of the living room 
by picking out slightly with gold 
leaf, the creamy white wainscoting 
and trim? The simple but distine- 
tive fireplace with its large gold 
framed mirror, the admirable spac- 

| ing, and the well proportioned 
doors and deep windows would lend themselves excel- 
lently well to interior furnishing of a most superior 
sort. Dull gold fibre wall covering, or silk fabrie of 
a faded rose, a cool sage, or a neutral buff or silver 
grey, would all help make the room a beautiful one. 
Utter simplicity or even a degree of elegance in fur- 
nishings would alike have their place in such an in- 
terior. The Spartan severity of early colonial days, 
the quaint sweet primness of the Adam period or the 
less usual but equally beautiful French style would suit 
quite as well the thoughtfully arranged rooms of this 
effective house. 

Other things being equal, size is the chief factor in de- 
termining the probable cost of a house. I have there- 
fore limited the area of the floor plan to slightly more 
than one thousand square feet, for the building is forty- 
eight feet long and twenty-one feet wide. A house of 
this shape is in some ways preferable to one of a more 
square plan, particularly as it affords the maximum 
of light and air in all parts of the house. The longi- 
tudinal axis should run about north and south, so that 
the living room and porch will face the south, as well 
as east ang west; the dining room facing the east and 
an ample ¥iwn; the kitchen facing the north; the main 
entrance being on the west. 

It seems seareely necessary to remind the reader that, 
the cost of material and labor varies more or less with 
the particular section of the country where the house 
is to be built, but in this ease the estimate of cost has 
been based on prices current in the vicinity of New 
York City, where they probably exceed those in almost 
any other section of the United States, not too remote. 
The cubical contents of the building allow for an aver- 
age eost of twenty cents per eubie foot, or, an average 
cost of six dollars and forty cents per square foot. 

Considerable economy in building and some ad- 
vantages in construction may be obtained by the ar- 
rangement of the plan whereby most of the room 
partitions may be carried up directly from the first to 
tue third floor. 

The foundation walls shall be made of cement con- 
crete, twelve inches thick, without footings if the soil 
is suitable; or, if of local rubble stone, they should be 
not less than sixteen inches thick. The area walls will 
be six inches thick, reinforced with 4-ineh iron bars, 


and eapped with 3-inch by 2-inch steel an 

fastened, and provided with iron pond ag . 
which should be hinged to allow for putting in coal. 
The entire cellar floor will be of cement. 

The framework of the building will be what is com- 
monly known as a “balloon frame.” The sill, which 
should be well creosoted and securely fastened to the 
foundation with iron rods, shall be 4 inches by 6 
inches. The studding for the outer walls should be 
2 inches by 4 inches, and covered with North Caro- 
lina pine, hemlock, or other inexpensive wood, laid 
diagonally, to firmly brace the structure. 

The wood rafters shall be covered with 1-inch by 
2-ineh shingle lath, laid some distance apart, to suit 
the shingles which may be of first quality unstained 
cedar. This will prove to be a more durable roof 
than when the shingles are laid over boarding, as they 
will the more readily be kept dry. It will be well 
— to use zine nails instead of the usual galvanized 
nails. 

The roofs of the porches should be covered with 
matched boarding, heavy felt paper, and heavy can- 
vas, tightly stretched and well painted. 

All of the window frames and blinds, all trellises, 
and the main cornjee, which is simple, and small, may 
be of cypress. The sash of white pine, 154 inches 
thick, with muntins 76 inch wide, and filled with 
best double thick American glass. 

After the outer walls are sheathed in, they shall be 
covered with two thicknesses of good building paper, 
and “Clinton” V-stiffened with lath, galvanized, or 
“Herringbone” expanded metal lath, seeurely fast- 
ened with galvanized staples. 

The building is now ready for the exterior plaster- 
ing or stueco. This will be three coat work, the first 
and second coats of lime mortar gauged with cement, 
using sufficient hair in the first and second coat to 
bind the mass together. Particular eare should be 
taken with the finish coat which should be at least 
% inch thick and composed of sharp white sand and 
white cement, with a small quantity of lime putty 
added to make the mortar work easily, and rather 
coarsely stippled. It will be well to mix some water- 
proofing compound with this finish coat. 

The slight lines around the windows will be simply 
projections of 1% of an inch, the string course at the 
second floor window sills will projeet about % inch 
and the architectural treatment of rustication and 
moulding around the front entrance will be formed 
in the stuceo. 

The entrance platform and doorstep, also the plat- 
form on the east at the casement doors leading out of 
the dining room, should be of cement. The floor of 
the kitchen poreh, and the floor of the main ‘porch, 
lined off as shown on the plan, shall also be of 


HE rain water leaders should not 
be over 3 inches in diameter, 
and together with the hold-fast, 
and gutters will be of galvanized 
iron, all well painted. The metal 
covering for the hips and ridge of 
the roof, and the aprons under 
the dormer windows should be of 
zine metal. All flashings of tin 
well painted on both sides. 

The chimneys will be built of 
common hard brick, with terra 
cotta flue-linings as a precaution 

against fire. The chimney pots shall be of cement 
reinforeed with wire mesh, and cast at the building. 
The exposed portions of the chimneys will be stuc- 
coed to match the walls of the-house. There will be 
a vent flue from the kitchen. 

Inside, after all of the rough plumbing pipes, heat 
pipes, and electric conduits have been installed, and 
properly proved, the studding will be covered with 
spruce or pine lath, and plastered with three coats 
of lime mortar, the last coat to be the usual hard 
white finish, excepting between the top of the dado 
eap and the picture moulding in the main rooms, 
which may have a sand finish. There will be a small 
moulded plaster cornice in the entrance hall, en, 
room and dining room.

The in- 
terior finish in the living room continues as high as the 
gallery line, and is there terminated by a plate rail or 
shelf running around the three sides of the room. The 
windows, all of the easement type, particularly suited 
to the bungalow, or half bungalow, are arranged where 
possible in groups of two or three, and so situated as 
to provide the freest circulation of air. 

There are ample sleeping accommodations for seven 
persons, and the large living room with its couches or 
Gloucester hammocks could easily shelter more in an 
emergency. A corner of the piazza, screened with 
canvas or latticed, would make an ideal out-of-doors 
sleeping room, and here too, the ever desirable couch 
hammock could play its part again. This same corner, 
so shielded from the prevailing winds, would form a 
cozy nook for daytime lounging er meals served out 


of doors. As the porch is almost flush with the turf,. 


no rail is necessary or even desirable. The living room 
serves also for a dining room, at the end near the 
kitchen door. Here are groups of casement and long 
French windows that open out on the piazza. The 
kitchen arrangements are compact and convenient, 
especially planned to save steps, The kitchen porch 
is lattieéd, and has space for the icebox. A cool pan- 
try opening from the kitehen also is built out here, and 
incorporated at the sides of the porch are coal and 
rubbish boxes with hinged lids. The sink and work 
table are well placed to get air and light, and the tops 
of the set tubs next to the sink furnish, when not in 
use, extra table space. ; 

The living room is furnished with a hanging closet 
under the gallery stairs, and the settles each side of the 
fireplace make adequate woodboxes. The dresser 1s 
constructed with three drawers, ample shelves, and a 
lower cupboard. The first floor bedroom has a roomy 
closet, and the bathroom is well provided with shelf 
space. 

In the gallery a locker under the window at the head 
of the stairs could be used for the storing of linen, and

The roof shingles are left to weather. In a setting 
of green shrubbery, vines and a bit of a garden, this 
little house will soon acquire a charming atmosphere 
of its own, and if placed close to the sea, or on the 
border of a lake or the edge of a river, will prove to 
be ‘a true vacation bungalow. 

Nowadays one hardly ever thinks of a house with- 
out its setting. The making of a garden spot about 
a house has become quite as important as the build- 
ing of the house itself. If one is oceupying this out- 
of-town house for seven months of the year, or even 
five or six, wonders may be accomplished annually, 
and the bungalow may have a verdant and blossomy 
setting that in itself may well have a delight and a 
fascination. If beach grass grows to the very door, 
do not be discouraged ; what is lovelier than the wav- 
ing grey-green of this tall supple sand covering? 
Pale ereamy sand dunes topped with this wind-bent 
growth, makes an excellent foundation for the land- 
scape scheme. Great patches of the creeping dusty 
miller that takes the color of the sand shoals in sun- 
light, can be cultivated. The addition of a slight top 
soil about the house proper on the slope back from the 
sea will give foothold to many hardy plants and 
shrubs. Dark dwarf cedars of queer Japanesy 
growth love the sea and the sandy soil. Feathery 
asparagus, which, in its early stage has more to re- 
eommend it than the mere beauty of its later develop- 
ment, will grow almost on the very beach itself. Nor 
think that you can’t have trees, sturdy specimens of 
many varieties will furnish shade if planted slightly 
in the lea of a dune or gentle slope. It is the re- 
morseless winter sea winds that chiefly keep our ex- 
posed sandy coast untimbered.

On the contrary there 
is plenty of evidence that in this respect kings and 
queens have often been no wiser than the most 
ignorant and eredulous of their subjects, and like 
them have dabbled in sorcery and magic, patron- 
izing liberally all sorts of practitioners of the 
black arts.

Indeed, it is not too much to say that the example 
set by crowned heads has largely been responsible 
for the maintenance of superstitious notions among 
the masses. The man at the bottom is always in- 
stinctively inclined to look up to and imitate the 
man at the top, and if the latter, as personified in 
the sovereign of the realm, affirms by word and deed 
his belief in things occult, it is not surprising that 
those over whom he reigns should have their views 
colored by his. In our own day, of course, with the 
spread of popular education and the advance of 
science, the danger of mental infection from the 
weaknesses of royalty is not so formidable as it once 
was; but it still is operative to a considerable degree. 
Nor can there be any question but that in times past 
—as aiso today in Russia and some other countries 
— dire suffering has been inflicted on whole nations 
by reason of the blind faith of their rulers in the 
teachings and pretensions of mystics, visionaries, and 
i charlatans and swindlers of the most despicable 
in 


“PRUs, to go back no further than the beginning 
of the Modern Age as usually dated by his- 
torians, we find a striking illustration of the truth 
of this in the evils that befell the old German Em- 
' pire in consequence of the almost incredible gulli- 
bility of Emperor Rudolph II, and his obsessing 
passion to make himself a master of spiritistie lore. 
Rudolph was only twenty-four when he became em- 
peror, but even then he was so wrapped up in the 
wonders of astrology, alchemy and magic, that, to 
the astonishment of Europe, he soon virtually aban- 
doned the duties of government, retired from the 
imperial capital, and established himself in a gloomy 
castle at Prague, where he gathered about him the 
choicest collection of occultists the world has ever 
known. In them the black arts flourished imperially. 
Until his death these charlatans continu 
to bemuse him with their divinations and in- 
eantations; and all the while disorder and 
dissension were rampant in his dominions, 
It is not to be wondered that, after thirty 
years of this misrule, revolution broke out, 
his brother Matthias, who ultimately sue- 


ceeded him as emperor, wresting from him one b 
one his hereditary territories. And, besides civil 
war with its attendant horrors of rapine, famine and 
pestilence, there was another great evil directly 
traceable to the superstitious taint in Emperor Ru- 
dolph. Himself entirely willing to have dealings 
with sorcerers, he had a most inconsistent detesta- 
tion for sorcery in general, and was untiring in his 
efforts to promote the terrible witchcraft perseeu- 
tions that, as all students of history are aware, 
caused the deaths in Germany, by hanging and burn- 
ing, of thousands of innocent men, women and little 
children. 


O DO Rudolph justice it should be added that, 

so far as trafficking in occultism is concerned, he 
differed only in degree from most other rulers of his 
epoch. Not a few — notably Augustus, Elector of 
Saxony, and Frederick, Duke of Wurtemberg — fol- 
lowed his example in patronizing the wonder workers 
of alchemy, Augustus not merely employing high- 
salaried adepts, but frequently playing alchemist 
himself, “I have now reached such perfection in trans- 
mutation,” he once jubilantly wrote to a friend, “that 
I can make daily three ounces of good gold from 
eight ounces of silver.”

A sign also, he might have added, 
of the misfortune of millions of other 
people. Unquestionably, some of the 
blackest pages in the annals of the 
nations of Europe would never have 
been written if Bonaparte had been a 
trifle less superstitious. 

So, again, a scant half century la- 
ter, superstition bulked large in the 
make-up of another Napoleon, though 
with far less disastrous consequences. 
Napoleon III, indeed, posed as a man 
of the utmost common sense, but was 
singularly influenced by the noted 
medium, Daniel Dunglas Home. 
Emperor William of Germany, then 
prince regept of Prussia, the queen 
of Holland, the king of Bavaria and 
Alexander II of Russia, also had fre- 
quent sittings with him. The last 
named, in particular, was so over- 
whelmed by what he saw and heard 
that, like Napoleon, he accepted 
Home’s claims at their face value. In 
doing go, however, he was only true 
to the traditions of the royal house of 
Russia, for almost all the czars from 
the time of Ivan the Terrible have had 
in them a streak of occultism, fre- 
quently to their subjects’ woe. Had 
it not been for this the sorely needed 
reformation of the governmental and 
economic systems of Russia might 
have been accomplished a hundred 
years ago, when Alexander I insti- 
tuted the liberal policies which he 
consistently maintained until he came 
under the reactionary influence of the 
mystic Madame de Kriidener. 


‘THs present czar has been similarly 
handicapped by the traditional 
superstitiousness of the Romanofs. 
The peasant Rasputin, his back-stairs 
adviser of today, is but one of sev- 
eral occultists who have in turn been 
influential in determining his con- 
duct. Perhaps the most mischievous 
of all was a Frenchman, Philippe 
Landard, who, ten years ago, ob- 
tained such control over him that he 
was assigned private apartments in 
close proximity to those of Nicholas 
in every palace where the Czar 
chanced to be staying, and was daily 
consulted on the most important of 
state problems as well as the most 
trivial of personal affairs. 

Things finally came to such a pass 
that the entire cabinet threatened to 
resign if he were not dismissed from 
court. Outwardly Nicholas yielded, 
but secretly he continued to listen to 
Landard's counsels until, on the out- 
break of the Russo-Japanese war, 
the Frenchman rashly indulged in a 
number of prophecies that were sadly 
belied by the actual outcome of the 
war. After this he fell from favor, 
and one day was given forty-eight 
hours in which to get out of Russia. 

All of which, of course, looked at 
superficially, is extremely amusing. 
But when we remember the bloody 
struggles that so often have been pre- 
cipitated, the bitter persecutions so 
often set on foot, and above all the 
blighting influence exercised by the 
royal example on the minds of the 
general populace, the extent to which 
superstition has prevailed among the 
rulers of mankind must be accounted 
one of the most deplorable facts in 
the history of the world.

a floor, but in the second and third 
Hoors a first quality of similar pine floor- 
ing may be used, laid over a good quality 
deadening felt. All floors stained, filled, 
shellaced, and waxed, excepting in the 
kitchen, and adjoining rooms, where 
they may be simply oiled. 

The bathroom floors should be of vitri- 
fied tile, a glazed sanitary cove tile base 
at the walls, tile plinths at the doors, 
and white marble saddles, The walls may 
be of Keenes’ cement, or of decorators’ 
canvas applied to the plaster, to a height 
of four feet, and painted with enamel 
paint. The house should be heated with 
a single warm air heater, the registers 
in the main rooms on the first floor to 
Else- 
where they may be of white enamel and 
set in the walls, and all to be of plain 
lattice pattern. 

In the kitchen there will be a single 
oven portable range, set on a hearth of 
cement. A sixty-gallon circulating hot- 
water boiler should be cemented to the 
water-back with copper or brass pipe, 
which should have no joints in it to pre- 
vent the proper and easy flow and return 
of water. here should be a hose-bibb 
at each end of the building, for the con- 
venient connection of garden hose. 


AS TO the plumbing fixtures, which are 
all indicated on the plans, the bath- 
tubs and wash basins may be of enam- 
eled iron, with nickel plated fittings. The 
kitchen sink will be of galvanized iron, 
and the pantry sink of planished copper, 
with a carpenter's drain board. The dis- 


posal of the sewage will of course de- 


pend upon the conditions, as to whether 
a cesspool must be used, or connection 
ean be made with a street sewer. 

Basswood or similar inexpensive wood 
may be used for all the interior wood- 
work, excepting in the service portion 
where cypress may be used. The main 
rooms on the first floor should have a 
moulded door and window trim, not over 
8% inches wide. There will be a sim- 
ple wood panel over the doors, as shown 
on the drawing of the living room, and 
a moulded narrow dado cap and base. 
The mantels should be of cement, ex- 
cepting the shelfs which may be of wood, 
and the hearths may be of hard red brick 
laid in cement. 

The door and window trim in all other 
rooms may be perfectly plain. A picture 
mould will be used in all the principal 
rooms, and in the bedrooms should be 
about 2 inches below the ceiling. All of 
the interior wood finish should be painted 
with three coats of paint, excepting in 
the kitchen where it may be stained and 
varnished. The treads of the main stair- 
way should be of oak, stained, filled and 
shellaced. Outside the house, all sash, 
cornices, trellises, blinds and other wood 
work should be painted white, the blinds 
to be of a slightly darker or greyer tone. 
All casement sash should be hung on 
solid brass hinges, and have adjustable 
fasteners at the sill, top and bottom 
bolts, and convenient fasteners at the 
meeting rails. All blinds will have bolts, 
hold-fasts and adjustable fasteners at 
the sill. The architect will of course 
be ready and willing to explain more 
clearly, if necessary, any questions 
which may arise in the minds of any 
prospective builders.
